This American mean season seems to 
have no boundaries, no limits, but extends 
without grace or reservation in all direc¬ 
tions. Not only is there little redemption in 
sight, but few seem even interested in such. 
Categorizing political foes as viciously as 
possible, we are again in a time of heroes 
and villains with few of the former and all 
too many of the latter. 

The Republican Convention was like a 
satiric late-night horror show mocking 
decency and inclusion. The president is a 
Muslim, Hillary Clinton should not only be 
arrested but is a conscious agent of Lucifer, 
while this country is in a despair-ridden 
Dark Ages that were almost deliberately 
caused by citizens with different beliefs. 
Making America great again is really about 
a fictional imagined past where the country 
was white, Christian, straight, powerful, 
and very affluent. More time was spent 
attacking Clinton than discussing alterna¬ 
tive policies. 

The Democratic Convention, far more 
inclusive and expansive though also strife- 
ridden, will be criticized by opponents for 
every real and imagined reason. 

My sympathies are obviously with the 
Democrats. But I also fear Trump as I never 
recall fearing another candidate. This has 
me even more concerned than usual about 
the forthcoming November election. 

The Bernie Sanders campaign at first was 
a welcome breath of fresh air. Finally, a 
broad-based populist progressive move¬ 
ment that articulated goals for the left as 


ambitious as those long sought by the right. 
Sanders himself was an inspiration - intel¬ 
ligently plainspoken, politically consistent, 
and just so basically decent. Unfortunately, 
as his chances waned, many of his followers 
seem far more interested in the man than 
the message, turning with a vengeance on 
front-runner Hillary Clinton and her 
Democratic Party supporters. 

Claiming election fraud - the elections, 
candidate, and party were disparaged. For 
many who embraced Sanders’ ideas, the 
focus shifted from policy to personality, 
with one sacrificed in pursuit of the other.

Over the years, there has been a tenden¬ 
cy to ascribe political relative-unknowns 
with all the virtues, integrity, and ideology 
those viewing desire in a candidate. 
Thinking back to Ross Perot, who - despite 
his track record as a businessman - was 
ascribed saintly virtues. Although some of 
his business was dependent on government 
contracts, he was hailed as a laissez-faire 
libertarian champion. 

With Nader, many claimed support for 
him rather than vote for the lesser of two 
evils. As much as you may love Nader and 
his often courageous stands, given his 
acceptance of the purity of his vision against 
the assumed mendacity of those with differ¬ 


ing views, by almost any standards he 
would have made a terrible president. Now 
we find those disillusioned with the two 
candidates and parties, not just themselves 
supporting third party candidates but urg¬ 
ing others to do so. 

If either the Libertarian or Green parties 
became viable with either of their candi¬ 
dates in a real competitive situation, many 
of these supporters would soon turn on 
them. What they support are neither the 
ideas or track records of the candidates but 
a feeling that they somehow represent a 
fully fresh wind. Imaginary pure politics is 
always favored over the difficult and neces¬ 
sary compromises involved in actually 
accomplishing things. Investing in people 
not in power, who are very unlikely to get 
there, is a way of playing fantasy politics. 

Some Thoughts for This Mean Season: 

Trump is the anti-candidate. Like a char¬ 
acter in a science-fiction story, whatever is 
thrown at him just makes him stronger. 
Investing a preposterous range of virtues in 
him, especially given his track record, more 
than anything his supporters are convinced 
that while strong and visionary enough to 
be president, he is not tied down by the 
mundane politics of elected legislators and 
both parties. Any attack on him, reasoned 
or just diatribe, adds to his strength, the 
more the wide-ranging establishment - 
business, academia, government, and so on 
- denounces him, the more they are indicat¬ 
ing his independent maverick uniqueness 
to his supporters. 

Sick and tired of business as usual, they 
seek a miracle cure. Rather than Teflon, 
Trump is somehow a sponge where nega¬ 
tives just empower him. 


On the other hand, Republicans and 
Sanders’ progressives accept any accusa¬ 
tion against Clinton as fact, any charge as 
proven, and any attack as deserved. She has 
become a two-dimensional figure of evil. 
There is a level of hostility there that tran¬ 
scends party and policy differences. Easy 
declarations of conspiratorial manipula¬ 
tions, corrupted elections, and bought can¬ 
didates argue for a generally hopeless, non¬ 
functioning democratic republic. 

Many of these folks, privileging their 
conscience and sense of self over real world 
consequences insist on not voting for the 
Democrat candidate and party. 

There is an enormous difference between 
Clinton and Trump. If he is elected, it is 
reasonable to expect the near antithesis of 
Sanders’ platform. 

Invoking the most dire historical exam¬ 
ples is often almost too easy. Recently, how¬ 
ever, Czechoslovakia and Yugoslavia were 
both among the most modern of nations not 
just behind the Iron Curtain but in Europe. 
The collapse of the Soviet empire saw both 
countries independent. Longstanding ten¬ 
sions within the population intensified as 
political leaders, exploiting the situation for 
power, encouraged neighbor to hate neigh¬ 
bor. Eventually these modern countries dis¬ 
solved into brutal civil wars accompanied 
by war crimes and genocide. 

Trump championing the politics of fear 
and hatred encourages Americans to hate 
Americans. In his new documentary, Dinesh 
D’Souza declares to a willing audience that 
the Democrats are and have always been 
criminals. Progressives declare Clinton 
should be in jail and dismiss the party as cor¬ 
rupt and hopeless. There is little common 
ground. Common decency is dismissed on all 
sides as acquiescing to corruption. Something 
wicked is not just coming this way, but is 
already upon all too many of us. B

STARTS AT THE TOP 

Dear Editor, 

In response to the article, "What to Make of 
It,” [News, July 15] the goal of ending police 
brutality in Austin while under the governance of 
police Chief Art Acevedo is permeated with 
naivete. In 2015, Austin ranked fourth in the 
country for highest deaths by police; not a step 
in the right direction. Austinites have paid over 
$7 million in victim settlements since Acevedo 
took his position. 


With the murder of unarmed Larry Jackson Jr., 
and the more recent murder of unarmed David 
Joseph, it substantiates that APD policies under 
Acevedo’s direction are dangerous for 
Austinites. Sixth Street’s notorious bar scene 
encourages pedestrians to consume large 
amounts of alcohol. Rather than APD dealing 
with a drunk person the way they would a drunk 
friend, APD tactics focus on intimidation and 
aggression. Use of mounted police is not “com¬ 
munity friendly”; it is excessive, intimidating, 
and harmful to the horses. If APD cannot handle 
a drunk person without resorting to violence, 
they have no place on our streets. 

Let’s look at it another way. A priest molests 
a child. The bishop moves the priest to a new 
church. The priest molests another child. The bish¬ 
op moves the priest again. Is the bishop someone 
you can trust and negotiate an agreement with? 
Or, would you demand to have him replaced? 

Police brutality originates at the top. The 
management sets the tone. Acevedo must go. 
Once we have new leadership, then we can start 
afresh. Until then, we are just moving the priest 
to another church. 

One last thought: civil disobedience. Study it 
- learn from the past. Who says you need a per¬ 
mit for a protest? That is the disobedience part. 
Civil is the peaceful part. When protesting 
police brutality, protest at the police depart¬ 
ment. No one at the Capitol cares.

Speeding Toward November 

MAYOR ADLER’S SUPERHIGHWAY TO THE MOBILITY BOND 


HEADLINES 


CITY COUNCIL RESUMED deliberations on 

the FY 2017 budget this week, hearing the staff 
presentation of City Manager Marc Ott’s proposed 
budget. Regular meetings resume next Thu., Aug. 

4, while Wednesday budget work sessions are 
scheduled throughout August. 

AUG. 1 MARKS the 50th anniversary of the UT 
Tower mass shooting. On that day, engineering 
student Charles Whitman shot 46 people, killing 
14, while perched atop the UT-Austin clock tower. 
The university will hold a Tower Garden rededica¬ 
tion ceremony on Monday, unveiling a new memo¬ 
rial honoring the victims. The event begins at 
11:48am, when the Tower Clock will stop for 24 hours. 


CAPITAL METRO IS overhauling its MetroRapid 

routes after the board voted Monday to buy 15 
more dedicated buses and add four more stations 
to routes 801 and 803 - in the Burnet and Lamar/ 
Guadalupe corridors where ridership has dropped 
16% since those routes were introduced. The agen¬ 
cy is also considering dumping the current premi¬ 
um pricing for the service to increase ridership. 


THE AUSTIN HISTORIC Landmark Commis¬ 
sion voted this week to declare Russell Lee Ele¬ 
mentary a historic landmark. The issue now heads 
to Council for final approval. 

FOUR OPEN SEATS will be up for grabs on 
the Austin Community College Board of Trustees, 

as three incumbents won’t seek re-election and 
longtime Trustee Allen Kaplan will step down. 


WATER RECLAMATION AND high-tech 

water metering in Travis County will get a massive 
boost after the Texas Water Development Board 
approved a $167 million loan to the Austin Water 
Utility - part of a new package of $700 million in 
projects statewide funded through the new State 
Water Implementation Fund for Texas (SWIFT). 


A NEW WEBSITE cataloging 6,913 deaths 
occurring in Texas state custody between 2005 and 
2015 launched Wednesday through UT-Austin’s 
Institute for Urban Policy Research & Analysis. 

The database, www.texasjusticeinitiative.org, sorts 
in-custody deaths by gender, race/ethnicity, year, 
age, and cause of death, and includes state-provid¬ 
ed synopses of the events of each death. 

BALTIMORE CITY STATE’S Attorney Marilyn 

Mosby dropped charges Wednesday against three 
Baltimore Police officers still facing prosecution for 
the April 2015 in-custody death of Freddie Gray. 
“We do not believe Freddie Gray killed himself,” 
Mosby said, but after previous prosecutorial failures, 
she doubts her ability to successfully argue the case. 


HILLARY CLINTON IS now officially the 

Democratic nominee for president, and the first 
female candidate for a major U.S. political party. In 
a sign of unity, Sen. Bernie Sanders, her lead chal¬ 
lenger, offered the motion for her selection. 


Although the final City Council approval 
of a November transportation bond proposi¬ 
tion - or its slightly more upscale moniker, 
“mobility bond” - is still a couple of weeks 
off, the ball is certainly rolling downhill. 
Just before its July break 
(in the wee hours of July 1), 

Council tentatively 
approved (8-3) going for¬ 
ward on the bond, although 
the precise ballot language 
will return for final approv¬ 
al, and a few council mem¬ 
bers were withholding sup¬ 
port until they see the 
punctuation. 

That’s certainly under¬ 
standable - and with a dis¬ 
tricted council, member objections will be 
pulling in more than one direction - but it’s 
also clear that if the bond is going to pro¬ 
ceed, it will need to proceed quickly. Last 
week, Assistant City Manager Robert Goode 


delivered to Council an approximate time¬ 
line, indicating that staff expects to brief 
Council next week (at the Aug. 2 work ses¬ 
sion) on the overall bond package and the 
draft ballot language, with additional dis¬ 
cussion as necessary dur¬ 
ing next Thursday’s execu¬ 
tive session. The tentative 
schedule further calls for 
approval at either the Aug. 
11 or Aug. 18 meeting (with¬ 
in the window required by 
law), already pressing the 
timetable for an adequate 
campaign - although 
Goode’s memo duly notes 
the legal restrictions on 
“advocacy” by staff. 

All this is well and good, although it’s 
worth noting that Wednesday’s work ses¬ 
sion (July 27) featured the rollout of the city 
manager’s proposed budget, and council 
members will be knee-deep in reviewing 


and adjusting those numbers while they try 
to keep one eye on what the bond should 
look like. It’s all in keeping with the 10-1 
Council’s unofficial motto: Never do today 
what can be postponed until next Thursday. 

SOMETHING FOR EVERYONE 

Skepticism aside for the moment, Mayor 
Steve Adler has run with the initial approv¬ 
al by his colleagues and begun flogging his 
mobility proposals - and he is definitely the 
driving force on this project - as though 
final approval is little more than a formality. 
A few days ago he posted an essay on 
Medium, “Fixing Traffic the Austin Way,” 
promoting the “completely different” 
approach of this bond proposal. “In a 
remarkably quick process that united many 
diverse groups,” the mayor wrote, “the City 
Council has approved a $720 million Smart 
Corridor bond that will do far, far more for 
traffic and transit than our city has ever

done in one fell swoop. But what makes the 
Smart Corridor bond unique in Austin is 
not just the speed in which it was approved 
but how the mobility solutions it offers 
unite us toward a common purpose instead 
of dividing us along special interests.” 

As he did on the dais, the mayor is argu¬ 
ing that this bond is different not only in 
its scale (and $720 million, even spaced 
over several years, is not pocket change) 
but in its approach to transportation prob¬ 
lems as interrelated land-use problems. 
The “Smart Corridor” basis of the proposal 
would employ multimodal transportation 
planning to address several issues at once. 
“To relieve traffic congestion, boost rapid 
transit, make it easier and safer to walk 
and bike, and help us manage growth,” 
Adler argues, “we need to reject the old 
way of looking at these problems that sees 
only cross purposes and instead focuses on 
our common goal: making the roads work 
for everyone.” 

The three-part proposal - “regional” 
highways ($94 million), “local” (neighbor¬ 
hood) mobility ($155 million), and seven 
“smart corridors” ($470 million) - is intend¬ 
ed to be an integrated fulfillment of city¬ 
wide plans that have been, as the mayor 
reiterates, “sitting on the shelf” for years. 
It undoubtedly embodies as well the politi¬ 
cal principle of all such bond proposals: a 
little something for everyone, so voters 
from various neighborhoods and constitu¬ 
encies feel sufficiently motivated to pro¬ 
vide their support. 

ROLLING THE DICE 

On the dais, the mayor effectively over¬ 
rode objections that the package is too 
expensive for one bond, doesn’t equalize all 
areas, includes too much for highways and 
too little for mass transit, and might starve 
the next bond campaign for affordable 
housing or other infrastructure needs. An 
external push from rail advocates (includ¬ 
ing the Urban Transportation Commission) 
fell on deaf ears (don’t forget, most of these 
council members ran against the 2014 rail 
bond). And a last-minute, shortsighted 
decision to divvy up sidewalk money by 
district instead of by need will leave some 
neighborhoods (and schoolchildren) wait¬ 
ing for the next round. It’s a large and 
undeniably mixed bag. 

The mayor argues - with good reason - 
that if we wait for a perfect proposal ... 
we’ll be waiting a very long time. Of the 
corridor plans, he wrote, “The neighbor¬ 
hood groups, mobility experts, local busi¬ 
nesses, and consultants all worked togeth¬ 
er in a deliberative, public process that 
took many years and cost millions of dol¬ 
lars. Then, in one of Austin’s least-proud 
traditions, we put these plans on a shelf.” 

As the summer doldrums give way to fall 
projects, voters will likely be asked to 
unroll those plans and underwrite a city¬ 
wide wave of concrete catch-up. We’ll soon 
be finding out if Mayor Adler’s “Austin 
Way” - “smart, creative, and bold” - can 
persuade an increasingly unpredictable 
local electorate. ■

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Council: Proposed Budget 
Takes the Stage 

CITY MANAGER AND BUDGET STAFF LAY OUT FY 2017 BUDGET 


On Wednesday morning, a somewhat diminished City 
Council heard the formal presentation of City Manager 
Marc Ott’s FY 2017 city budget. (Mayor Steve Adler and 
Council Members Ann Kitchen, Leslie Pool, and Sheri 
Gallo were out of town.) There were no major surprises - 
the big numbers haven’t shifted much from the April fore¬ 
casts, and the staff budget even manages a bit of wiggle 
room for at least a few of Council’s wish-list priorities. 

Much of that credit goes to Austin’s continuing growth, 
reflected in $3.1 billion of new development and another 
double-digit percentage spike (13.7%) in property values, 

The percentages of expenditures in the General Fund budget include: 



following 2014 (11%) and 2015 (12%). That means that both 
the All Funds budget (which includes the “enterprise” self¬ 
funding departments) and the General Fund (Operating 
Expense) budget have increased from FY 2016: All Funds 
from $3.6 billion to $3.7 billion, and the General Rind from 
$913.2 million to $969.2 million (an increase of $56 million). 
The sales tax revenue to help fund those changes is not so 
bullish: Projected at a 5.6% increase, thus far it’s been arriv¬ 
ing at a full point lower, although the budgeteers still 
expect it to reach 5.0% (nearly the 10-year average). 

A few more big numbers: 

• Proposed property tax rate: 44.11 cents per $100 of 
assessed value (1.78 cent decrease) 

• Est. prop, tax increase (non-senior median value home, 
$278,741): $3.66/month 

• Overall rate/fee increases (“typical” homeowner): 

$12.4 8/month 

What can that prosperity buy for new Council initiatives? 

• 52 new staff for EMS: $3.4 million 

• APD overtime for festival season: $1.5 million 

• Funding new Shady Hollow fire station: $1.3 million 

• Living wages for temp positions: $700,000 

• Living wages for lifeguards: $400,000 

• Child care (Passages program): $200,000 
Total for new Council initiatives: $7.5 million. 

Ott reported that he asked all departments to scrub their 
budgets to help fund other Council priorities, among them: 
addressing homelessness, mobility improvements, housing 
supply and affordability, density/workforce housing, creat¬ 
ing development east of 183. That created room for a group 
of proposals: 


• Public safety (APD, AFD, EMS, Municipal Court): 70.1% 

• Community Services (Parks, Libraries, HHS, etc.): 21.9% 

• Development/Planning (fee-funded): 4.8% 

• Transfers & misc.: 3.2%

The budget also addresses proposed changes for city 
employees, including public safety (APD, AFD, EMS) and 
“civilian” employees. Public safety salaries are set by nego¬ 
tiated union contracts (currently 2%); the budget proposes 
a 2% “performance-based” increase for civilian employees, 
a 29-cent/hour cost-of-living increase ($600/year, to offset an 
8% health insurance hike), and annualized costs of civilian 
“market adjustments” approved by Council last year. 

Additional increases and expenditures are itemized 
throughout the staff-proposed budget - all of which are 
subject to Council approval over the next month (and which 
the Chronicle will be reporting in due course). Based on the 
current projections, what will all these initiatives cost a 
“typical” homeowner (or indirectly, the renting majority 
through their rent)? See the chart above. - Michael King 


Midtowne Spa Shutters After Two Decades 



Another gay-centric business is gone. Midtowne 
Spa - Austin’s only men’s bathhouse - closed for good 
on Sunday, July 24. 

For the past 21 years, Midtowne has been a gay 
community destination, discreetly located on Airport 
Boulevard near Highland Mall. Gay, bi, and questioning 
men of all ages (over 18) frequented the spa. Along 
with a workout facility, the space also featured a hot 
tub, saunas, and private rooms for rent. 

“It was a safe place for gay men to go have sex,” 
says a local LGBTQ activist and political consultant who 
frequented the spa for many years. Midtowne required 
valid ID to enter. They also offered HIV testing, edu¬ 
cational resources, and free condoms on-site, he said. 
“It’s the evolution of change. [Gay men] used to go to 
the bathhouse, now you just download an app. We’re 
losing another place to get tested.” 

Over the years Midtowne dealt with its share of con¬ 
troversy. The space opened in 1995, just as the country 
was beginning to recover from the AIDS epidemic of 
the Eighties. Bathhouses were a source of contention 
- to some they were integral to gay culture, for others 


they were dangerous. Local safer-sex activist Jose Orta 
worked to keep additional bathhouses out of Austin, 
referring to Midtowne in 1997 as a potential “HIV incuba¬ 
tion factory.” 

However, in 1998 City Council unanimously voted 
to not rezone Midtowne Spa as an adult-services busi¬ 
ness. Ever since then, Midtowne worked closely with 

the Travis County health department to keep the 
facility safe. 

Today, the spa’s general manager says that they’re 
ending on a high note. “Last year was our best yet, 
financially speaking.” But after two decades of running 
multiple locations - Midtowne has additional spas in 
Houston, Dallas, Milwaukee, Denver, and several in 
southern California - owner MikeZappas has decided 
to retire. “Mike’s had the business for years,” says the 
GM. “He’s reached an age where he wants to do other 
things, and none of his kids wanted to take it over.” 

The new owners will take over the Austin location 
on Friday morning. Though it’s been a relatively quiet 
transaction, the GM believes offices will replace the 
spa. Likewise, Midtowne’s other locations have either 


been sold or are currently on the market. Now, the 
closest bathhouse is in San Antonio. 

“As far as we know, there are currently no plans to 
open another facility like ours,” says the GM. “We’ve 


been very fortunate. We appreciate all our customers 
and we’ll miss our regulars.” - Sarah Marloff

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PICK A CASTRO, ANY CASTRO 


It was no secret that Texas Democrats 
hoped that Hillary Clinton would pick U.S. 
Housing and Urban Development Secretary 
Julian Castro as her running mate. Now 
there are calls for either him or his twin, U.S. 
rep Joaquin Castro, to serve as the new 
Democratic National Committee chair. 

After Monday’s announcement that DNC 
Chair Debbie Wasserman Schultz was 
resigning over the content of leaked emails, 
Texas Democratic Party Chair Gilberto Hino¬ 
josa issued a brief statement thanking her 
for her service, and suggesting a pair of can¬ 
didates for her replacement: “In our humble 
opinion, Texas Democrats believe that both 
Julian and Joaquin Castro have what it takes 
to pick up the reins and move the party for¬ 
ward. It would be remarkable to have the 
first Hispanic chair of the Democratic 
National Committee.” 

The Castro brothers have long been regard¬ 
ed as the Texas Democrats’ top contenders 
for senior federal office, and it was effectively 
a race between the two for years. However, 
they took very different routes. Julian made his 
reputation first as a city council member, then 
as mayor of San Antonio, before being picked 
by the Obama administration to head up HUD 
in 2014. By contrast, Joaquin opted for legisla¬ 
tive, rather than administrative, experience: 
After a decade in the Texas House of Rep¬ 
resentatives, he was elected to Congress in 
2013, and now serves on the Armed Ser- 
vices and Foreign Affairs committees (he’s 
now also reportedly mulling a U.S. Senate run 
against embattled GOP incumbent Ted Cruz). 

When it came to the possibility of the veep 
selection, Julian was seen as the front-runner 
among the brothers, not least because of his 
star-making speech at the 2012 Democratic 
National Convention. There was even a let¬ 
ter, drafted by Rep. Rafael Anchia, D-Dallas, 
being circulated among the Texas House 
Democratic delegation, actively lobbying for 
Julian, and stressing the importance of hav¬ 
ing a Latino candidate on the ballot, “as the 
Hispanic electorate is projected to reach 
27.3 million eligible voters this year.”

However, Julian was dinged at the last min¬ 
ute by an Office of Special Counsel ruling 
that found he had violated the Hatch Act. He 
had expressed his personal preference for 
Hillary Clinton as presidential candidate dur¬ 
ing an April 4 interview with Yahoo News, in 
which he was supposed to be discussing 
agency business. 

This week he told The Washington Post that 
missing out to Virginia Senator Tim Kaine 
was “disappointing.” However, he compared 
this turn of events to his 2005 defeat in the 
race to become San Antonio’s mayor: He 
came back in 2009, took the seat, “and it 
actually worked out for the better.” 

He may not have been expecting a reprise 
so fast, but then nobody expected Wasser¬ 
man Schultz to quit on the first day of the 
Democratic National Convention. For now, the 
DNC has appointed Vice Chair Donna Brazile 
as the interim chair. That’s a role she fulfilled 
in 2011, in between Kaine stepping down as 
DNC chair to run for Senate, and Wasserman 
Schultz being appointed. However, that was 
for only a few weeks: This time, she’s in 
place until after the November election. 

Either Castro would undoubtedly be a big 
change for the DNC, and fast-track them into 
veep (or even presidential) contention in 
future election cycles. It would also be a big 
boost for Texas Dems, since the last of their 
ranks to hold that post was former state agri¬ 
culture commissioner and federal Deputy 
Secretary of Agriculture John C. White, from 
1978 to 1981. - Richard Whittaker 


A Sign Ahead of Its Time? 

With an election still months away, some City Council races 
are already heating up with accusations. District 6 Council can¬ 
didate Jimmy Flannigan has taken aim at his incumbent Don 
Zimmerman for allegedly posting campaign signs a little too early. 

Campaign signs may not be posted prior to 90 days (Aug. 10 in 
this case) before an election (and must be removed within 10 days 
after the election), along TxDOT roadways, as per Texas Ethics 
Commission rules via TxDOT. < 

Flannigan charges Zimmerman has violated the timeline with ? 
signs at U.S. 183 Southbound between Balcones Woods Drive and | 

Braker Lane and at U.S. 183 Northbound between McNeil Road and s 
Anderson Mill Road. Flannigan claims a TxDOT representative said they didn’t have the “time or resources” to 
check out the allegations, so his campaign is going to put up their own signs, he tells the Chronicle. (A TxDOT offi¬ 
cial told the Chronicle they were checking to see if the signs violate the 90-day rule but did not have a conclusion 
as of press time.) 

The Zimmerman camp say they received a call from Austin Code about concerns over the campaign signs and 
are ready to comply if Code finds a violation. “If they find we aren’t in compliance in any way, shape, or form, I 
will personally pull all the signs myself,” says Tim Kelly of the Zimmerman campaign. “We don’t play dirty.” He 
assured that the property owners have sanctioned the postings, positioned on private property. - Mary Tuma

FOOTAGE LEADS 
TO MULTIPLE APD 
INVESTIGATIONS 


Two APD officers are now on desk duty 
and being investigated after dashboard 
video footage of a hostile June 2015 arrest 
went viral last week. 

The video, first made public by the Austin 
American-Statesman, documents the June 
15, 2015 arrest of Breaion King, a black, 
26-year-old elementary school teacher 
pulled over for speeding on Riverside Drive. 
The footage depicts responding officer 
Bryan Richter, a seven-year veteran, using 
over-the-top use-of-force tactics, including 
body strikes and leg sweeps, to take control 
of the petite King. Richter is shown picking 
King up only to throw her back onto the 
ground. Once she was handcuffed and 
seemingly in submission, Richter threw her 
onto the hood of his patrol car. 

Making matters even worse, assisting 
officer Patrick Spradlin, who joined APD 
in 2001, told King during transport that “so 
many people” are “afraid of” black people 
because of their “violent tendencies.” 


“99 percent of the time, when you hear 
about stuff like that, it is the black commu¬ 
nity that is being violent,” Spradlin, a white 
officer, said. “That’s why a lot of the white 
people are afraid, and I don’t blame them ... 
because of their appearance and whatnot, 
some of them are very intimidating.” 

King was formally charged with resisting 
arrest, but the county attorney’s office 
ordered the case be dropped after review¬ 
ing Richter’s dashboard footage, the 
Statesman reported. King didn’t file a com¬ 
plaint with the Office of the Police Monitor, 
but is currently considering legal action. 
Chain of command only required that 
Richter attend counseling sessions and 
additional training - the lowest level of dis¬ 
cipline for any offending officer. The chain 
of command had not been informed of 
Spradlin’s comments. 

At a press conference last Thursday, 
Police Chief Art Acevedo said he wasn’t 
aware of the June 2015 incident until he 


heard from Travis County District Attorney 
Rosemary Lehmberg that Tuesday. He said 
he was “sickened and saddened” when he 
first saw the video, noting that King was 
treated in a manner “not consistent with 
the expectations of this police chief and 
most of the officers of this department.” 

Acevedo has ordered both Internal 
Affairs and APD’s Special Investigations 
Unit to investigate the actions of both offi¬ 
cers during King’s arrest and after to deter¬ 
mine if their policing habits comply with 
his prescribed standards. Acevedo also 
ordered an inquiry into Richter’s chain of 
command to figure out how his superiors let 
him off so leniently. 

Acevedo was blunt about the racial over¬ 
tones of King’s arrest during last week’s 
presser, affirming that Spradlin’s comments 
were racist and putting the incident in a 
national context that law enforcement is often 
hesitant to do. “When you have something 
like [King’s arrest],” Acevedo said last week, 
“what’s really disheartening is that all this 
great work that goes on in the city of Austin 
by dedicated professionals ... and great work 
that’s continuing to go on by activists, clergy, 
and peace officers ... gets overshadowed by 
an incident that was avoidable; an incident 
that really should not have occurred.” 

The Austin Police Association doesn’t 
stand in full concert with Richter and 
Spradlin. In a statement issued last Thurs¬ 
day, APA Vice President Anthony Nelson 
said Spradlin’s comments were “wrong” 
and didn’t reflect “the values and beliefs of 
the men and women who serve this com¬ 
munity.” “We recognize how incidents such 
as these can divide our city and cause mis¬ 
trust,” he said. “We have met with commu¬ 
nity stakeholders and begun a dialogue. We 
hope that the conversation will lead to 
substantive changes that will help bridge 
that divide.” 

That dialogue manifested in the form of a

Multiple Departments Investigate Deputy’s Homicide 



Sgt. Hutchinson’s funeral will be held at 10am 
on Tue., Aug. 2, at the Shoreline Church 
(15201 Burnet Rd.). 


The Travis County Sheriff’s Office is reeling 
this week as it investigates the events that 
led to the shooting death of one of its own 
deputies. Sergeant Craig Hutchinson was 
found dead near a creek behind his Round 
Rock backyard Monday morning after request¬ 
ing backup from his colleagues. 

Hutchinson, a 32-year veteran of TCSO 
who was set to retire in September, had just 
come off of a shift and was still in uniform 
back at his house early on Monday morning 
when he heard noises coming from a shed in 
his backyard. Suspecting a robbery, he called 
Round Rock’s emergency communication 
center asking for backup at 1:22am, saying 
then that he saw an undetermined number 
of people running through his backyard, 
according to Travis County Sheriff Greg 
Hamilton, who gave an address early 
Monday morning outside Hutchinson’s house 
on the 2000 block of Oak Meadow Drive. 
Officers from both Round Rock PD and TCSO 
arrived at Hutchinson’s house at 1:32am to 


find Hutchinson laying close to a creek 
behind the backyard. 

Hutchinson was taken to Round Rock 
Hospital and pronounced dead there. TCSO 
remains unclear about specifics and has yet 
to report any information about potential sus¬ 
pects. Hamilton says that equipment has 
been removed from the shed in Hutchinson’s 
backyard. The office has set up a tip line at 
512/671-2767. 

Hamilton said he received a call shortly 
before 2am while he was at the Sheriff’s 
Association of Texas Annual Training 
Conference and Expo in Grapevine, just 
northeast of Dallas. He drove back and got 
to Round Rock Hospital just as Hutchinson’s 
body was being transferred to the vehicle 
that would take him to the Medical 
Examiner’s Office on 12th and Sabine, where 
he was delivered shortly after 7am. Hamilton, 
who was dressed in civilian clothes when he 
addressed a pool of reporters, said he had 
known Hutchinson since 1985, and that the 


two worked in the jail Downtown together 
before Hutchinson went out on patrol. “He 
was my field training officer,” Hamilton said, 
his eyes teary and glossed over. “This is near 
and dear to me. This guy was a big teddy 
bear. Everybody loved him. I think he was 
about 6’4”, weighed about 275 [pounds]. He 
taught me everything I know. He was my field 
training officer, and I loved that guy to death.” 

This is the first death of a TCSO officer 
since the Sept. 2014 drowning of Deputy 
Jessica Hollis in Lake Austin. It is the first 
shooting-related death since Deputy Keith 
Ruiz, who was shot dead during the execu¬ 
tion of a search warrant in Feb. 2001. 

A press conference Tuesday afternoon at 
Round Rock Police headquarters revealed lit¬ 
tle more than that RRPD is working in con¬ 
junction with the TCSO, FBI, Texas 
Department of Public Safety, and Bureau of 
Alcohol, Tobacco, Firearms and Explosives 
and has yet to make any arrests.

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leaders, APA representatives, law enforce¬ 
ment, and activists, including the Austin 
Justice Coalition, last Wednesday at APD 
headquarters. Acevedo told reporters 
Thursday that “something happened” at 
that meeting: “an open, honest dialogue as 
people of this community ... Where we 
started and where we ended were two very 
different places,” he said. “But the work is 
not done. The work is beginning.” 

Speaking Friday, APA Appointed Vice 
President Andrew Romero agreed that 
there seemed to be a shift in the discourse 
at Wednesday’s meeting. “I feel like it was 
productive,” he said. “It was certainly the 
first time that we’ve had all those people in 
the room together.” He said that both APA 
and black community representatives 
arrived at APD HQ at around the same 
time to view the video, and decided there 
to watch it together. The subsequent con¬ 
versation was not the result of a pre¬ 
planned meeting. 

“It was important 
for all sides to look at 
it and have a discus¬ 
sion and go back to 
our communities and 
see what we need to 
do to bridge this 
divide,” Romero said. 

“There are factors 
that all communities 
need to realize with 
all these instances 
that the other [com¬ 
munities] may not be 
aware of. It’s impor¬ 
tant to start discuss¬ 
ing that.” 

Romero noted that 
officers want civilians 
to understand that 
even benign situa¬ 
tions can turn violent, 
and that police need 
to remain proactive - 
and maintain the 
legal protections to 
work proactively - in 
cases they consider to 
be potentially threat¬ 
ening. Though not mentioned at the meet¬ 
ing, Romero said the 2012 murder of Austin 
Police Officer Jaime Padron, who was 
killed while trying to apprehend a suspect, 
weighs on police officers’ minds. 

“I don’t want it to come across as though 
every time an officer uses force it’s because 
Jaime Padron got shot by a shoplifter,” he 
said. “But that’s a reality that we all live 
with. Even the most benign crime can lead 
to fatal consequences for the officer, and we 
have to allow them a certain amount of dis¬ 
cretion to maintain their safety. But we 
understand that doesn’t have to include the 
abuse of citizens.” 

In that respect, Romero wanted to dispel 
the notion that Richter and Spradlin’s 
actions are part of one package. He said 
Richter took the actions he did during the 
traffic stop because King “was not comply¬ 
ing with his commands” and “made a move¬ 


ment.” As for Spradlin, Romero said his 
comments are indefensible and not repre¬ 
sentative of APD or “the men and women 
who protect this community.” 

“These are two things that are tied 
together, but they’re really not. The 
thoughts of Spradlin should not be trans¬ 
posed onto the actions of Richter,” he said. 

While AJC co-founder Fatima Mann 
mostly agreed with Romero’s sentiments, 
she doesn’t believe Richter and Spradlin’s 
actions should be considered separately. 

“You have one officer who explains the 
thought process, and another who’s acting 
on that thought process,” she said. “His 
slamming down of Ms. King was literally 
the action part of the other officer saying 
that black people are violent. That’s a mind¬ 
set and a culture.” 

Mann noted how inappropriate it is that 
the community is only seeing King’s video 
one year later, and that the chain of com¬ 
mand “thought that what happened on this 
video is okay.” She 
said that AJC is work¬ 
ing with APD and the 
police union to imple¬ 
ment new interview¬ 
ing habits for poten¬ 
tial cadets to create a 
stronger culture of 
accountability within 
the department. “We 
want to make sure 
that the good officers 
are safe,” she said. 
“But because the 
good officers aren’t 
denouncing the bad 
officers, or because 
the labor union and 
police chief don’t tell 
the community that 
g they can report the 
is bad police officers,

© We’re not saying all 
5 police officers are 
| bad. We’re saying the 
* bad ones make it real- 
| ly, really hard to trust 
the good ones.” 

That may get down to the crux of the 
issue. The consensus is the relationship 
between police forces and black communi¬ 
ties is broken, but what may help fix it is a 
mutual understanding of each other’s lines 
of thinking - including how both parties 
feel a sense of low morale. 

“It was hard for us to hear [Romero] tell 
us that he had officers whose morale was 
down because officers are getting killed,” 
said Mann. “We thought, ‘How do you think 
we feel right now? Our morale is down. We 
don’t even have morale.’... We have no trust 
in the people who took an oath.” 

“Nobody is happy right now,” she contin¬ 
ued. “That’s why we’re trying to come to the 
table. Police officers are losing their lives. 
People who look like me are losing their 
lives. As long as that keeps happening, 
things will continue to be as they are.”

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What’s the Fix for Texas’ Voter ID Law? 

“TIME IS SHORT” TO IMPLEMENT A REPLACEMENT 


Voter ID in Texas violates the Voting 
Rights Act, and the state must develop new 
rules before the November election. That 
was the definitive statement in a majority 
opinion, nine to six, issued by the 5th 
Circuit Court of Appeals last week. But 
don’t put your driver’s license away quite 
yet. While the court has ruled that the cur¬ 
rent state rules are in the wrong, no one 
knows what the replacement rules will look 
like. Travis County Clerk Dana DeBeauvoir 
said, “We don’t know very much. The take¬ 
away is that we don’t know what to do.” 

The core issue was the strict photo ID 
requirements passed in 2011’s Senate Bill 
14, which have been facing legal challenges 
for half a decade. In 2012, the Justice 
Department blocked implementation of the 
rules, and then the state lost its first major 
defense in 2014, when U.S. District Judge 
Nelva Gonzales Ramos found that the law 
did indeed suppress minority voters. The 
majority opinion of the 5th Circuit’s 
15-member appeals bench upheld the core 
ruling of the lower court, and instructed it 
to create interim rules in time for the 
November 8 general election. 

This is the latest ruling in a case that has 
seen the law bounce as far as the U.S. 
Supreme Court and back down again. So for 
now, when it comes to the upcoming 
November election, the court actually 
rejected two of the claims made by the 
plaintiffs (a diverse group including the 
League of United Latin American Citizens 
and Congressman Marc Veasey, D-Ft. 
Worth), and upheld a third. 


Normally, scoring one out of three is 
pretty poor, but in this case the plaintiffs 
have plenty of reasons to be happy. The 
appeals court found that it’s not just that 
the current law has left over 600,000 regis¬ 
tered voters in Texas without the right doc¬ 
umentation to exercise their constitutional 
right: it’s that the rules have a dispropor¬ 
tionate impact on minority voters. In total, 
4.5% of all registered voters in the state lack 
a suitable government-issued photo ID; 
however, that figure drops to 2% for white 
residents, rises to 6% for Hispanic resi¬ 
dents, and a startling 8% among African- 
Americans voters. Moreover, the ruling cas¬ 
tigated the state for its “lackluster educa¬ 
tional efforts” in informing voters on what 
they needed. 

But Veasey et al. didn’t win on every 
point. While the court agreed that the bill 
was discriminatory in effect, that was not 
proven to be the intent of its authors. 
However, that’s a more mixed decision than 
it sounds, as the court actually remanded 
that section back down to the lower court for 
further consideration. The court also reject¬ 
ed the idea that the rules were a de facto poll 
tax, because the main form of ID listed 
required a fee. Here, the court ruled that, 
since the state issues a free Election 
Identification Certificate (EIC), that argu¬ 
ment held no water. Judge Ramos had sided 
with the plaintiffs, because the birth certifi¬ 
cate required to get an EIC still costs money. 
DeBeauvoir echoed that sentiment, saying 
that EICs are “free, except that it’s not free 
because you still have to have your back¬

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ground documentation.” Moreover, she 
noted that “a piddly amount” of EICs had 
been issued to Travis County voters, and 
that’s worrisome, because voters in the area 
have much access to issuing locations. Many 
rural DPS stations have been closed over 
the last few years, “so you can’t even get to 
a location without driving quite a distance.” 

So what now? The appeals bench has 
remanded the case back to the trial court, 
and it will be that lower court that fashions 
at least the interim replacement rules. 
However, the court may already have tipped 
its hand. There is a special election in San 
Antonio’s Texas House District 120 on Aug. 
2, for which Attorney General Ken Paxton 
and the plaintiffs in the original suit have 
agreed to a one-off set of rules. In addition 
to the list of valid IDs under SB 14, voters 
will be able to use alternative IDs, such as 
voter registration cards or utility bills, and 
then sign an affidavit allowing them to use 
a provisional ballot. 


The court could conceivably use that as 
the statewide fix, but DeBeauvoir said she 
had heard discussion in some quarters of 
adopting what is known as the Indiana 
plan. Like Texas, Indiana requires a photo 
ID to vote, but the list of eligible documents 
is much longer, and includes options like 
student IDs, and an affidavit bypass as has 
been approved for HD 120. Significantly, it 
has already passed muster before the U.S. 
Supreme Court, so adopting it could bring a 
hasty end to Texas’ never-ending litigation. 

The more pressing question for DeBeau¬ 
voir and her fellow county clerks is when 
the interim rules will be decided. If the 
court is to fashion new processes in time for 
November, “time is short,” the appeals jus¬ 
tices wrote. Early voting for the Nov. 8 elec¬ 
tion begins on Oct. 24, but with training of 
election judges scheduled to begin in 
September, DeBeauvoir said, “We really 
need the trial court to give us that advice by 
Labor Day.” - Richard Whittaker

Sandtray therapy unlocks Austin’s inner child

I sat back on the white couch in Matthew 
Litschi’s small office. In a calm voice, 
he asked me to take notice of my body, of 
the ins and outs of my breath. Once I’ve 
centered, I’m invited to put my hands in 
the tray. 

I made figure eights in the bright white 
sand in the container. It felt delicate 
between my fingers. I played with the sand 
for a while, until Litschi directed me to 
look at the figurines on the shelves. Notice 
which ones you’re drawn to, he said. I 
placed a casket, a cross, fake cigarettes, a 
warthog, a bear, and an iron door in the 
basket he gave me. If 
I want, he said, I could 
manipulate the sand 
with combs, brushes, 
and painters’ knives 
- staples of sandtray 
therapy. I could even 
use water to flood the 
tray, its blue backdrop 
simulating the sea. 

This is how Litschi 
starts his sandtray 
therapy sessions at his 
space on East Seventh 
and Concho streets. He 
first works to relax the client. He wants 
them out of their heads and in an intro¬ 
spective state. Then, once they’re ready, 
he’ll introduce the tray, where they’ll build 
a diorama of their life out of sand, water, 
art supplies, and figurines. The scenes 
they create may sometimes make sense, 
he said. Other times, they won’t at all. 
“The important part is creating the tray, 
creating the world,” said Litschi. “That 
part is transformational.” 


The history of sandtray therapy dates 
back more than 100 years, to before the 
method was even developed. In 1911, H.G. 
Wells published Floor Games, a 71-page 
illustrated book on placid indoor playtime. 
In the book, Wells describes different ways 
children can use bricks, boards, planks, 
and figurines to build imaginary worlds 
where the ground is the ocean. The famed 
British author based Floor Games on real 
life - he would often spend hours play¬ 
ing these types of games with his two 
young sons, Frank and George, to encour¬ 
age their development and independence. 

But sandtray therapy 
wouldn’t emerge until 
two decades later. 
British pediatrician- 
turned-child psy¬ 
chologist Margaret 
Lowenfeld introduced 
sandtray therapy, which 
she called “The World 
Technique,” in the 
early Thirties, after she 
opened the Institute 
of Child Psychology in 
London. She credited 
Wells’ book for inspir¬ 
ing her work. Lowenfeld is largely con¬ 
sidered the architect of sandtray therapy, 
although her protege, Dora Kalff, expanded 
on the method in the late Fifties. Kalff 
called her version “sandplay,” which is root¬ 
ed in Jungian psychology. While both are 
similar in scope, sandtray is more adapt¬ 
able, whereas sandplay is more structured. 

Litschi describes sandtray therapy as 
a conscious and subconscious “explora¬ 
tion of our emotional process.” It’s a form 




of expressive therapy that allows people 
to resolve conflicts through engaging the 
right side - the creative side - of their brain, 
which for many adults is not dominant. 
The therapeutic method also helps the left 
brain and right brain align - after the cli¬ 
ent creates their world, they talk through 
its meaning. “[The integration] certainly 
opens the door to the middle,” said Karen 
Burke, co-founder of the Austin SandTray 
Association, a local educational and sup¬ 
port group for sandtray therapists. 

Burke has practiced sandtray therapy 
for 15 years. She owns the Burke Center, a 
ranch-style counseling hub off of Highway 
71 West in Southwest Austin. Burke’s office, 
which she shares with another counselor, 
Katherine Granberry, is the size of a large 
studio, with white walls and whimsical 
decor. Like Litschi, they use rectangular 
wooden trays lined with blue and filled with 
sand of different colors - the regulation 


setup, Burke said. Burke and Granberry 
also use round salvers, although they’re 
harder to come by. “The round and rect¬ 
angle [trays] can feel different” to a client, 
Granberry said, evoking distinct emotional 
and physical reactions. 

Granberry, Burke, and Litschi use 
sandtray for a wide range of issues - depres¬ 
sion, anxiety, relationship woes, family dys¬ 
function. But sandtray therapy is especially 
effective in helping children and adults 
work through trauma. It’s often used with 
children or adults who were physically or 
sexually abused, abandoned, or severely 
neglected. Sandtray allows the client to 
visualize what they cannot verbalize, or 
may be too triggering to discuss. “It can 
feel safer because of the playful side of it,” 
Granberry said. 

With sandtray therapy, the therapist acts 
as observer - as witness. Their role is to 
listen and guide the client as they unpack 
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what they’ve just created. The therapist 
doesn’t impart their own interpretations. 
“The client is the expert of themselves,” 
said Rebecca Roth, a licensed counselor 
who works only with adults. 

Roth’s office on Banister Lane is mark¬ 
edly different from that of Burke and 
Litschi. Dim lights cast a gray shadow 
across the white walls. Meditative music 
fills the space. Eucalyptus and lavender 
waft through the air. Her figurines sit on 
tall black shelves that line one side of the 
room. Two regulation trays filled with sepia- 
colored sand stand a few feet away. 

Ian (name changed for privacy) prefers 
the tray against the opposite wall - the 
one underneath the panels of abstract art. 
There’s a balanced proportion 
to that particular shape that 
draws him in, he said. Ian is 
an artist himself - a sculptor 
by trade. A little over a year 
ago, he began painting. For a 
while, Ian didn’t create any¬ 
thing. That broke his heart, 
he said. 

Sandtray therapy helped 
Ian loosen his creativity. The 
method has a “special kind of wonder” 
- one that is mysterious and fascinating. 
“There’s no judgment. There’s only curios¬ 
ity,” said Ian, who has been going to Roth 
for therapy for nearly seven years. “It’s 
really an amazing thing.” 

Roth introduced sandtray into Ian’s ther¬ 
apeutic work two years ago. Like many 
adults, Ian didn’t know about sandtray 
therapy, even though the method has been 
around for eight decades. However, he found 
sandtray interesting and became enthusi¬ 
astic about the practice. Ian said it was a 
natural progression from doing eye move¬ 
ment desensitization and reprocessing - or 
EMDR - which Roth has used to treat his 
post-traumatic stress disorder. Ian said he’s 
experienced a lot of violence and trauma in 
his life, so much so that he’s become hyper- 
vigilant - a symptom of PTSD. But Ian sees 


his transformation in the trays he creates. 
Where once a figurine held their sword up 
and across the chest, the sword is now at 
their side. “I feel grounded,” he said. “I feel 
more centered.” 

Burke said most of her adult clients find 
sandtray therapy gratifying. But because 
adults are often not engaged in a type of 
play, some may consider going into the tray 
“unconscionable,” she said. Some adults 
may dislike the feel of the sand or find 
the entire process too metaphorical. “Some 
people can be skeptical of the purpose of 
sandtray,” said Lacey Fisher, ASTA’s trea¬ 
surer. “I have had a small amount of adults 
give the sandtray a try once [and] would 
rather continue with talk therapy.” 

Therapists can find it chal¬ 
lenging to engage hyper-ratio¬ 
nal people in sandtray ther¬ 
apy, Litschi said. People who 
tend to overanalyze or repeat¬ 
edly talk through their issues 
are “stuck in their left brain,” 
as the therapists phrased it, so 
they’re closed off to the right 
brain’s creative process. “The 
left brain can be very helpful 
in protecting us from the things we don’t 
want to look at,” said Roth. 

People dominated by their left brain also 
tend to see sandtray therapy as something 
for children - as something they shouldn’t 
do. “As adults, we sometimes need permis¬ 
sion to get in a playful state,” Litschi said. 
“Some people may look at it as child’s play. 
It’s actually very powerful.” 

Ian said he has become an advocate for 
sandtray since he’s begun incorporating it 
into his therapy. Sandtray has helped him 
be less critical of himself - less judgmental. 
He’s also not as hypervigilant, and he’s set 
healthier relationship boundaries. Above 
all, he finds a sense of resolution in mak¬ 
ing a tray, even if the emotions it dredges 
can be overwhelming. “[Sandtray] can feel 
like play,” Ian said. “It can be sad. But it’s 
cathartic.” ■

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In a June verdict still reverberating through the telemarketing industry, a 
jury in Utah found that three companies run by Forrest Baker III had illegally 
made 99 million phone calls to consumers on the Do Not Call Registry and 
an additional 18 million calls telling people they were merely doing surveys 
when the purpose was hawking their family-friendly movies. Both charges 
are violations of the Federal Trade Commission’s Telemarketing Sales Rule. 
Although the total fine and damages have not been decided, the law provides 
that the most serious offenders could be assessed $16,000 per phone call (for a 
maximum of almost $1.9 trillion). 


Weird Numbers Making the News 
Recently 

The Transportation Security Administration 
announced in May that it had collected 
$765,000 in loose change left behind in air¬ 
port scanner trays during 2015 - an average 
“haul” for the agency of $2,100 a day (num¬ 
bers assuming, of course, that TSA person¬ 
nel turn in all of the money they find). Los 


Angeles and Miami airports contributed 
$106,000 of the total. 

Take Your Word for It: Scientists at the 
University of Cambridge, writing in May in 
Proceedings of the National Academy of 
Sciences, claimed to have figured out how to 
construct a “motor” a “million times” smaller 
than an ant. (It apparently involves lasers, gold 
particles, and “van der Waals forces,” and the 
object is to bind the gold particles and then 


cause them to automatically “snap” apart 
with, according to author Jeremy Baumberg, 
“10 to a hundred times more force per unit 
than any known other machine.”) 

CEO Michael Pearson told a Senate com¬ 
mittee in April that he “regret[sj” the busi¬ 
ness model he instituted in 2015 for Valeant 
Pharmaceuticals International Inc. - the one 
that, for example, allowed a drug (Cuprimine) 
that treats liver failure and formerly cost a 
typical user out-of-pocket about $3 a pill 
(120 per month, $366) to, overnight, cost 
the user $15 a pill. (The insurance compa¬ 
ny’s and Medicare’s cost went overnight from 
about $5,000 per 100 tablets to $26,000.) 
(A Deutsche Bank analysis of the industry 
tallied Valeant’s all-drug average price spike 
at more than five times the average of any 
competitor’s.) Pearson told the senators he 
had no idea that such a pricing strategy 
would turn out to be so controversial. 

Neck and Back Support: The Japanese 
branch of the intimate apparel maker Genie 
is currently advertising, in Japanese and 
English, a handy guide for bras that empha¬ 
sizes the hardship women bear by having to 
lug around breasts of certain sizes in ill-fit¬ 
ting garments. The Genie chart reveals 
weight in ounces of typical A-cup chests 
(11.5 ounces) through F-cup (41.7 ounces, or 
2.6 pounds). To assist any innumerate 
Japanese shoppers, the chart also shows 
practical comparisons, such as A-cup pairs 
weighing as much as “two chipmunks,” 

C-cups as “one newborn polar bear cub,” and 
F-cups as “one 3-month-old Persian kitten.” 

The Passing Parade: 1) Mark Herron, 49, of 
Sunderland, England, was arrested again in 
May - his 448th arrest on alcohol-related 
charges. The year started “well” for Herron, 
with only 14 collars through March, and he 
cleaned up briefly before a “family bereave¬ 
ment” sent him spiraling downward again. His 
current lawyer admitted that his client has 
been in court more often than he himself has. 
2) Austrian Hans Heiland vowed in June to 
assist a needy family in Oberholz by donating 
to a charity fundraiser sponsored by the local 
fire department. He has been collecting bottle 


tops through the years and figures he could 
sell his “treasure” now, as scrap metal, to help 
the family. He has at least 10,000, no, make 
that 10 million caps, weighing “several tons.” 

Wait, How Many Fell for This? In May, the 
federal government finally shut down a long- 
running international scam that had sold psy¬ 
chic assurances (prosperity! winning lottery 
numbers!) to more than a million Americans. 
In personalized form letters, two French psy¬ 
chics had guaranteed success and riches to 
clients if they would only buy their $50 
books (and massive upselling usually fol¬ 
lowed). The Justice Department estimated 
that during the spree, the sellers earned 
upward of $180 million on at least 56 mil¬ 
lion pieces of postal mail. 

A recent study by a Harvard University data 
scientist estimated that the government of 
China funds the creation of at least 488 mil¬ 
lion bogus social-media posts a year. The 
report refers to a rumored government-spon¬ 
sored arrangement that pays people the 
equivalent of 8 U.S. cents per post of “news” 
for the purpose of distracting social-media 
users and channeling them to subjects pre¬ 
ferred by the government (such as successes 
of the Communist Party). 

The family of a Virginia Tech student miss¬ 
ing since 1998 was notified in March that 
the man’s remains and ID had been found in 
a wooded ravine 700 feet below the New 
River Gorge Bridge near Beckley, W.Va. - in 
an area the man’s vehicle tracker had long 
identified for potential searching. A West 
Virginia State Police sergeant told reporters 
that in the years since the student disap¬ 
peared, the remains of 48 other bodies had 
been found underneath the bridge.

Out in 60 Minutes 

Unlocking the joys of Austin’s escape and puzzle rooms

You’ve always wanted to be an adven¬ 
turer, an explorer, a spy, a master thief, or 
a detective. You have a keen eye for detail 
and a mind for unraveling mysteries. Or 
maybe you just need to occupy yourself for 
an afternoon and don’t mind spending an 
hour locked in a room with a crew of col¬ 
laborators who share your mission: to find 
clues and solve a series of puzzles that lead 
you to the key that allows you to escape. 

Inspired by simple point-and-click web 
games (Escape the Room, Crimson Room, 
Viridian Room - basically 
anything with “room” in the 
title), “escape rooms” bring 
these solitary diversions - and 
their players - into the real 
world. Simply put, people pay 
to be locked in a designed 
space which they have to 
work together to get out of. 

Scenarios range from heists 
and jailbreaks to dungeon 
escapes, downed spaceships, and zombie 
outbreaks, but all involve finding a way 
out of one or more rooms; they tend to run 
about an hour; and they usually provide 
some assistance on-site to nudge players 
along when they find themselves at their 
wit’s end, delivering extra clues to the 
clueless via walkie-talkie, video screens, 
or characters in the room with the players. 
(Operators are also on-call to release players 
if they need to get out for a bit.) 


Before the fun begins, players store away 
personal items (including cell phones, 
cheaters), and some introduction briefs the 
puzzle-busters on their task and instructs 
them in the basic protocols of the game: 
what they should look for, what they should 
leave alone; don’t record, photograph, or 
steal anything; and don’t tear the place 
apart. (In general, the puzzles are mental 
challenges - if you’re using excessive physi¬ 
cal force, you’re probably doing it wrong.) 

The first escape rooms opened in Japan, 
Singapore, and California in 
the late 2000s, and the format 
has experienced wild growth 
since. Almost 3,000 rooms 
are now operating worldwide, 
including elaborate escapes 
from multistory office build¬ 
ings and renovated castle tow¬ 
ers. A dozen outfits have set 
up shop in Austin since the 
first opened here in 2014, and 
there seems to be no end of patrons look¬ 
ing to test their wits against their crafty 
conundrums. Inspired by this newly real¬ 
ized desire to lock ourselves in a room and 
see if we’re clever enough to work our way 
out, we visited several local escape rooms 
to test our mental mettle. (We’re obliged to 
keep the exact nature of the challenges in 
these rooms in strictest confidence, so we’ll 
describe our experiences without revealing 
spoilery details.) 



PUZZLE ROOM AUSTIN

Players per session: 10 

Clearly, if you have the chance to graduate 
from Wizard School, you have to take it, so I 
gathered some colleagues and signed us up 
for that scenario at Puzzle Room Austin. Our 
group - half friends, half strangers - met in 
the cozy waiting area, where toys and brain- 
teasers are provided to warm up prospective 
escapees. When our time came, the gentle¬ 
man at the front desk donned a satin cloak 
and launched into his introduction: For our 
final exam, we must complete the challenges 
laid out by the headmaster, unlocking a chest 
containing our diplomas and, of course, the 
key that unlocks the exit door. 

The room we entered was adorned with 



all the trappings of a medieval institution of 
higher magical education: walls painted like 
a castle’s, house banners, moving portraits, 
and plenty of doors and chests with locks 


awaiting the key to lead us deeper into, and 
eventually out of, the experience. We quickly 
spread out, searching the chamber for clues, 
which soon opened the locked door of a sec¬ 
ond room, which contained more puzzles. 

The challenges were widely varied, includ¬ 
ing logic puzzles, mathematical and language 
problems, and trials requiring use of our 
tactile, musical, and even olfactory senses. 
(Fortunately, pencils and paper were provided 
for note-taking and problem-working.) The 
vast array of puzzles made it difficult for our 
group to tackle them all in an organized man¬ 
ner, and we often encountered the problem of 
not knowing who had worked on what or if a 
problem was completed or abandoned. 

Some puzzles demanded individual focus 
(which was at times hard to achieve in a 
busily crowded room), and others required 
teamwork between two or more players. With 
the aid of our mystical proctor, who gener¬ 
ously dispensed hints from the entrance of 
the main room, we managed to finish our 
tasks until they narrowed to one or two final 
obstacles. As a few people scrambled to 
complete the last puzzles (while the rest 
waited with little to do but offer encourage¬ 
ment), the buzzer sounded; we had failed our 
wizard exam. 

The room was nicely ornamented, every¬ 
thing fit the theme well, and the challenges 
were varied and well-constructed, but ulti¬ 
mately the game was overwhelming. I felt I 
missed out on some interesting puzzles due 
to the difficulty of coordinating so many peo¬ 
ple in a densely packed space. We benefited 
from having a diverse group to solve the dif¬ 
ferent kinds of puzzles, but suffered from dis¬ 
organization and keeping track of everything 
that needed to be done. Still, the experience 
and process were enjoyable for everyone.

ESCAPE GAME AUSTIN

Scenarios: Prison Break, Classified, Gold 
Rush, The Heist 
Players per session: 7-8 

Word is, the Nashville-based Escape Game 
company - with locations across Tennessee, 
Florida, and Texas - dropped a cool million 
dollars on this Austin outlet, and it shows. 

My friends and I signed in to the iPads in the 
stunning, polished lobby in a spot just around 
the corner from the Convention Center. 

We’d opted to try our hand at an art heist, 
and due to the company’s open sign-up sys¬ 
tem, our crew was rounded out by a birthday 
party of preteen boys and their mother. After 
leading us to the entry room, dressed as 
the world’s tiniest art gallery, the facilitator 
played a well-produced introductory video. 

We were to break into the private collection 
of a master art thief, find the stolen painting, 
and get the code that would allow us to leave 
before the hour was up. Our host answered a 
few questions from our young friends, locked 
the door, and began the countdown. 

A brief search of the entry room yielded 
no clues on how to proceed, so our team 
called for a hint. (We could ask for as many 
as we liked, but after a few free ones, each 
additional piece of advice would add minutes 
to our total time.) The rooms are monitored 
remotely by camera, and our request was 
answered by a prompt on the video screen. 

Before long, we made our way into the 
main game room, where our options greatly 
expanded, with a few solid starting points for 
us to latch onto and a substantial assortment 
of puzzles to discover and work through. We 
had opportunities to work both independently 
and as a team to unravel the trail of clues, 
which were organized to give our progression 
a sense of narrative. The layout and decor 
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were as high-quality as anything else we’d 
seen, and it was clear which set-pieces and 
objets d’art were part of the game and which 
were merely for decoration - red warning tape 
marked several as not to be disturbed. 

Though we stalled at a few points, there 
was just the right amount of obstacles to 
keep all the team members busy, while not 
being overly confusing or frustrating. The 
party group worked well with the rest of us, 
and the puzzles were devised in a way that 
even the youngest player could contribute to 
the overall effort. After uncovering a few more 
entertaining surprises (and calling in some 
more hints, including one to help retrieve 
a team member accidentally locked behind 
a secret door), we managed to retrieve the 
painting and make our way out of the room, 
with minutes to spare. We had our victory 
photographs taken, received stickers for our 
successful escape, and exchanged high fives. 

MAZE ROOMS AUSTIN

Scenarios: Spy Safe House, The Pharaoh’s 

Tomb (coming late summer) 

Players per session: 2-6 

Maze Rooms Austin (a franchise that came 
here from Russia by way of Los Angeles) cur¬ 
rently offers one scenario: 

Enter the safe house of a 
Cold War-era Soviet spy, 
uncover evidence of espio¬ 
nage, and steal away with 
the identifying documents. 

(A second is set to open 
in late summer and a third 
some time later.) To book 
a room, you reserve a time 
slot and show up with two 
to six players, so there is 
no possibility of being thrown together with 
strangers. We arrived with a full complement 
of agents, listened to the briefing, and fol¬ 
lowed our host to the starting point. 

As the door closed behind us, I was 
stunned by the realism of the setting. The 
interior design was incredibly faithful to the 


period, and for a moment I felt I’d accidental¬ 
ly stumbled into an actual Seventies kitchen. 
My nostalgia faded as our handpicked team 
of operatives made an efficient sweep of the 
scene, turning over and pulling apart anything 
that looked useful, arranging potential clues 
on the pale green Formica-and-chrome table, 
and stacking items that were of no use (or 
had been used) in an unobtrusive corner. 

This escape room differs from others in 
that it has few straightforward locks that 
require keys or codes to open, except where 
they might normally be found, as on a brief¬ 
case or a safe dial. Many puzzles required 
us to manipulate or interact with objects in 
the environment, which opened something in 
another part of the room or revealed another 
room containing more threads to follow. 
Warning stickers marked some things as off- 
limits, but the room contained enough items 
to play with that we wound up chasing a cou¬ 
ple of red herrings before returning to more 
fruitful avenues of intelligence-gathering. 

We were told at the outset that each item 
would be used only once, so it was easy to 
follow the path laid out by the clues as they 
branched and rejoined each other. Although 
the puzzles were wide-ranging and challeng¬ 
ing, our team made steady progress, and 
with the help of a few pointers given to us 
over the radio, we uncov¬ 
ered step after step of the 
Soviet agent’s plot. (A team 
member with a hazy recollec¬ 
tion of the Cyrillic alphabet 
may have given us a slight 
advantage at one point.) 
Eventually, through diligent 
code-breaking and puzzle¬ 
solving efforts, solid orga¬ 
nization and teamwork, and 
a modicum of luck, we suc¬ 
ceeded in unlocking the door, passports and 
incriminating documents in hand, cheering as 
we escaped with only a few minutes left on 
the clock. The free world was once again deliv¬ 
ered from the shadow of Communism.

AUSTIN PANIC ROOM

Scenarios: Prison Break, Museum Heist, 
Abandoned School, Cabin Fever 
Players per session: 4-10 

The Panic Room is where it all began: 
“Austin's first and original escape game.” 
When it opened a couple of years back, some 
friends and I failed to defuse a bomb there, 
so I figured I was due for a rematch. This 
time, my partner and I chose Museum Heist 
from the menu of rooms, and since it can 
take 10 players, we joined a group of eight 
newcomers that included a few younger folks. 

Situated in an old house near the Austin 
Community College Rio Grande campus, the 
Austin Panic Room art heist couldn't have 
been more different from the one at Escape 
Game Austin. After waiting in the cramped 
entryway for a few stragglers to arrive, the 
facilitator led our party through white-painted 
hallways to the “art gallery.” A brief explana¬ 
tion of the setup and a few awkward get-to- 
know-you games later, we entered the room. 

Unlike other escape games we tried, every 
element of the puzzles in this one were con¬ 
tained in this one room, with no other areas 


to open up but the ultimate egress. While 
an effort was made to create the feel of an 
exhibition hall or a storage room by filling the 
space with crates and artwork, the overall 
impression was that we were still in the room 
of an old house with assorted paintings, 
crates, and display cases laid out around it. 

My partner and I got down to the business 
of tearing apart the area for clues, recording 
and sorting numbers, words, and other poten¬ 
tially useful information as we discovered 
them, while the rest of our team took a more 
... casual approach. This underscored for us 
the importance of leadership and team spirit 
in these games; the lack of a shared strategy 
with which to approach the tasks significantly 
increased the difficulty of completing them. 

The overall design of the structure and flow 
of the puzzles added more stress. Most of the 
obstacles were sets of three- or four-digit com¬ 
bination locks or padlocks with keys hidden 
somewhere in the room. This homogeneity of 
solutions led to much duplicated and wasted 
effort, as we had to try every key or number 
we worked out on all the appropriate locks. 
Thus, our path through the sequence of clues 
was broad and disjointed. We were simultane¬ 
ously faced with too many puzzles to solve and 
left stymied with no rough 
edges to pick at when our 
efforts stalled out. 

Progress felt frustrating 
and aimless, but with lib¬ 
eral use of the hints from 
our operator (relayed over 
a static-y walkie-talkie 
guarded jealously by the 
youngest of our group), 
we eventually made a 
successful escape, posed 
for our obligatory victory 
photos, and picked our 
way out through the con¬ 
gested entrance.

Heist, WW3: The Conspiracy Theory 
Players per session: 2-8 

It was difficult to choose from the intriguing 
options at Lockout Austin, but ultimately we 
chose to pass up the World War III Conspiracy 
Theory and Blue Meth Breakout for one final 
heist scenario. It was a light afternoon, so we 
were an intimate company of three friends, 
working together to infiltrate a casino vault 
and make off with the valuables inside. 

Arriving early, we had ample time to relax in 
the spacious lobby, distracting ourselves with 
the numerous puzzle boxes, toys, and gizmos 
throughout the space. (Our host noted that 
Snooze, the new brunch place a few doors 
down, often had waits in excess of two hours, 
so it was possible to put your name on the 
list there, swing by to tackle an escape room, 
and be back in time for mimosas.) Our hosts 


were amusing, charming, and knowledgeable, 
running us through the routine instructions, 
warnings, and pointers before depositing us 
at the casino door. 

A person behind a sliding peephole in 
the door gave us a simple riddle to solve 
to acquire the password that would grant 
us entrance, and within moments, we were 
inside. A live operator in the room provided 
color and guidance, and as she was fully in 
character as a blackjack dealer, that added 
an extra element of enjoyment to the scene. 
At various points in our escapade, our team 
was required to interact with her in a variety 
of ways, affording us the opportunity to buy 
her “drinks” for hints, play games, and over¬ 
come different types of challenges that other, 
more solitary escape affairs don’t provide. 

The room itself was nicely designed and 
decorated - slightly minimalist but still rich 
and evocative of the casino theme, complete 
with mood music, various pieces of gambling 
apparatus, and a set of antique lockboxes to 
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crack. No element of the room was wasted; 
everything inside was used to figure out the 
solution to one of the puzzles. We enjoyed a 
fair amount of environmental discovery and 
moments of revelation as we uncovered clues 
hidden in plain sight, and each new challenge 
flowed naturally from the last. Even with a 
very small group, we were never lost or over¬ 
whelmed, making good time without feeling 
rushed and finally walking 
out the back door with a 
sack full of loot in near¬ 
record time. 

Lesson learned: 

Sometimes a tight-knit 
strike team of focused 
smarty-pantses can out¬ 
perform a larger bunch 
of uncoordinated puzzle- 
hounds, when properly 
motivated. 

AND WE’RE OUT! 

After this brief survey of Austin escape 
and puzzle rooms, the one I’m most excited 
to return to is Maze Rooms Austin, once 
its new scenarios are up and running. The 
attention to detail in the decor is fantastic, 
and the manner in which the challenges, 
gadgets, and discoveries are integrated into 
the design of the environment and the story 
that reveals itself as you go along is clever. 
The wonderful pacing of the solutions and 
reveals includes discernible crests and dips 
in the narrative and multiple “eureka!” 


moments, all culminating in a satisfying 
climax as you verify the final solution. The 
operators are exceedingly professional and 
friendly, and it’s clear they take genuine 
delight in creating these experiences. (The 
Escape Game and Lockout Austin are tied 
for a close second, so I foresee a rash of new 
investigations and breakouts in my future.) 

If working through challenges under the 
pressure of a ticking clock 
sounds like your cup of 
tea, I’d definitely recom¬ 
mend assembling a group 
of like-minded players 
and trying out a few. I 
suggest either reserving 
a room that allows private 
bookings or making sure 
you have enough people 
to fill one of the others. 
Playing with unknown 
quantities can be reward¬ 
ing, but it can also lead to 
frustration with differing play styles, inter¬ 
ests, or experience levels. 

Ultimately, though, every escape experi¬ 
ence is different, and different ones will 
appeal to different types of people. If you 
feel like taking your chances with a grab 
bag of strangers, go for it. Maybe you’ll

J.K. ROWLING’S NEW TALE PROMPTS BOOKPEOPLE 
TO REVIVE THE MAGIC OF RELEASE PARTIES PAST

Summer is always the height of reboot 
season. We watch with alternating cynicism 
and delight as creatives dredge up our and 
our parents’ childhood favorites and rework, 
refresh, recast them. Some projects claim a 
beloved narrative for the people left out of it 
the first go-around ( Ghostbusters ), some aim 
to make animated magic corporeal (Pete's 
Dragon), and some provide buttons to stories 
we have long loved and thought were over 
(Finding Dory). 

Harry Potter and the Cursed Child, Parts 
I & II undoubtedly falls in the last category. 
Over the years, series author J.K. Rowling 
has suggested to various interviewers that 
Harry Potter and the Deathly Hallows' per¬ 
haps saccharine epilogue 
(wherein a middle-aged Harry, 

Ginny, Ron, and Hermione 
waved their respective chil¬ 
dren off to Hogwarts) officially 
closed the book on the Potter 
saga. But the 2011 emer¬ 
gence and resulting success 
of Pottermore - a multimedia 
website which has, among 
other features, the official, 

Rowling-approved Sorting Hat quiz - gave her 
a means by which to expand the Potter uni¬ 
verse inch by inch, in short articles expand¬ 
ing on character backstories and more fully 
illustrating various locations from the books. 
Now, nine years after the release of the last 
novel in her internationally beloved book 
series, Rowling has collaborated with director 
John Tiffany and playwright/screenwriter Jack 


Thorne on a two-part stage play currently in 
previews at the Palace Theatre in London. 

The plays’ subject matter has remained 
obscured - due to Rowling’s personal 
entreaty to fans to “keep the secrets” of the 
plot so that future audiences can experience 
everything fresh - but the release description 
makes it clear that it is a direct continuation 
of Harry’s story. 

The entirety of that content will become 
public knowledge with the July 31 publica¬ 
tion of the Cursed Child, Parts I & II scripts. 
For the occasion, BookPeople is bringing 
back an event that proved formative for so 
many Austin kids: the Harry Potter midnight 
release party. The biggest independent book¬ 
store in Texas was hardly the 
only bookseller to organize 
events around each Rowling 
release (national retailers 
like Barnes & Noble made 
sure readers from sea to 
shining sea had a place to 
celebrate as they waited to 
break open their copies of the 
latest installment), but the 
sheer scale and ingenuity of 
BookPeople’s annual gala made the competi¬ 
tion irrelevant. In Boyhood, director Richard 
Linklater offered glimpses of the 2005 party. 
Its magic and community goodwill doubled or 
tripled the excitement of young readers who 
already spent their Julys in agonizing wait for 
their next literary adventure. 

For the years that they lasted, BookPeople’s 
Harry Potter release parties were like a

second Christmas Eve. The generosity and 
warmth that seeps into the hearts of every¬ 
one, those special outfits that we save all year 
to don on this occasion, the ever-so-slightly 
indecent pleasure of waiting - the twinkling, 
bustling parking lot of 603 N. Lamar promised 
them all. Every year, first-timers would find 
themselves immediately welcomed into the 
fold by a beaming, laughing horde of costumed 
attendees and staff. You could spend your 


wait quaffing butterbeer 
in a custom Diagon Alley 
setup, listening to one of 
many Harry Potter-themed 
bands in the performance 
queue, adventuring in a 
haybale Triwizard Maze, 
and having Austin’s 
answer to Sibyll Trelawney 
give you a tarot card read¬ 
ing. No matter how you 
passed the time until mid¬ 
night, you could cherish 
that buzz of anticipation 
in a crowd of people with 
the same joy and curios¬ 
ity as you. 

For all my fellow 
members of the Potter 
generation, now in the 
process of graduating or 
hustling in our first big 
jobs or introducing these 
beloved books to our own 
children: BookPeople is 
bringing the gang back 
together for one last hur¬ 
rah. Diagon Alley will flourish once again and 
butterbeer, courtesy of Maine Root sodas, will 
be flowing (along with more Muggle-ish treats 
from Austin’s Pizza and Amy’s Ice Creams). 
The staff has promised a costume contest 
with the winner receiving a Nimbus 2000, 
a House Cup Tournament (that will include 
wand dueling and Quidditch!), Harry Potter 
trivia with favorite characters from the series

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on-site, tarot readings, and a live magic 
show. A new addition will be the scribes of 
Typewriter Rodeo, a team of old-school versi¬ 
fiers who will compose original poems on the 
subject of your Hogwarts House right before 
your eyes. Talk about wizardry. 

Questions remain: Will attendance skew 
older now that the titular character is deep-set 
in middle age? Artsier, since this may be the¬ 
atre artists’ best chance to see the publication 
release of a stage play receive the deserved 
enthusiasm? One thing is certain: The folks 
who come will be a bunch of jolly revelers, 
patient line-waiters, and speedy readers who 
will be able to give you the scoop on The 
Cursed Child after they tear through their copy 
in the wee small hours of the morning. ■

It Gits to the Git 

Spectrum’s Spunk weaves three classic stories by Zora 
Neale Hurston into a spirited service full of sass and grit

In Spectrum Theatre Company’s Spunk, 
the eyes have it. Carla Nickerson’s eyes flash 
it when the washerwoman she plays finally 
stands up to her cruel and domineer¬ 
ing husband, played by Marc Pouhe. 

Pouhe’s eyes gleam with it when his 
big-bellied Otis D. Slemmons boasts 
through his gold-capped teeth about 
all his riches. Crystal Bird-Caviel’s 
eyes sparkle with it when she, as the 
playful bride Missie May, 
rifles through the pockets of 
her husband Joe, determined 
to find the candy kisses he 
brings home to her every 
Saturday. As zoot-suited gig¬ 
olos Jelly and Sweet Back, 

Robert King Jr. and Patrick Gathron make 
their eyes flare with it as they face off in a 
smack-talk showdown on a Harlem avenue. 
And when those jokers try to woo a free meal 
out of a woman passing by, you’d better 
believe Rebekka P. Bryant’s eyes blaze with it 
as she quickly shuts them down. 

The “it” I mean is the quality that gives the 
show its title: spunk, that singular fusion of 
spirit and grit, seasoned with sass and steel, 
that sparks a lackluster soul to vibrant life. 

In adapting for the stage three stories by the 
great author/folklorist Zora Neale Hurston, 
George C. Wolfe has filled the stage with 


characters animated by that force - if not all 
the time, then in moments when life ignites 
it in them. It’s the nerve and fire that helps 
them get through the “laughin’ kind of 
lovin’ kind of hurtin’ kind of pain that 
comes from being human,” as we’re 
told by Blues Speak Woman, one 
of three musical guides through the 
stories here. What follows - “Sweat,” 
‘Story in Harlem Slang,” and “The 

Gilded Six Bits” - are “tales 
of survival told in the key of 
the blues,” she informs us, 
and as that line comes from 
the lips of Janis Stinson in 
a roar mixing pain and defi¬ 
ance, we know she knows a 
thing or two about surviving and that spunk 
has helped her “git to the git,” as she puts it. 

That so much mettle and verve is evident 
throughout the cast here speaks to both the 
aliveness of the text and the company’s con¬ 
nection to it. Wolfe’s script honors Hurston’s 
love for black vernacular, the vivid idioms and 
slang that reflected not only the times and 
places in which these turns of phrase arose 
but also the independence of a language that 
African-Americans developed in the midst of 
their white oppressors. The dialogue is sharp 
with the flavors of specific regions and peri¬ 
ods, and the actors serve them up with clear

appreciation of their distinctive tang, savoring 
them as they pass them from their mouths to 
our ears. Wolfe has also preserved much of 
Hurston’s narration from the tales, which pos¬ 
sesses its own striking imagery and rhythms, 
as is heard when she describes Joe’s inability 
to attack the weaselly Slemmons for sleep¬ 
ing with his Missie May: “He had both time 
and chance to kill the intruder. But he was too 
weak to take action. He was assaulted in his 
weakness. Like Samson awakening after his 
haircut.” The richness of language and depth of 
insight add dimension to the moment, and the 
way Wolfe has spread the narration among the 
actors gives the story’s telling a communal qual¬ 
ity - a story of us being shared among us. The 
performers are so skilled that they could make 
this work whatever the situation, but with direc¬ 
tor Marcus McQuirter orchestrating the choral 
storytelling, they make it move as smoothly and 
dramatically as a Sun day-service anthem. 


Indeed, Spunk feels in some ways like a 
church service. There’s that raise-the-roof music 
(with Dr. Billy Harden’s piano and Saul Paul’s 
guitar supporting Stinson’s rafter-ringing voice) 
and the sharing of the narrative that recalls 
readings by various members of the congrega¬ 
tion. And the stories themselves might almost 
pass for parables about several of the seven 
deadly sins: the anger of the abusive Sykes 
(who even torments his wife with a serpent!), 
the pride of slick Sweet Back and Jelly (who 
might also both be guilty of some sloth), and 
the lust of gold-plated Slemmons, which incites 
the greed of Missie May. On top of that, in every 
story, characters pretty much sow what they 
reap. But while the stories here may be read as 
cautionary tales from the Gospel according to 
Zora Neale, this is no gloomy gathering of the 
faithful. Thanks to Spectrum, it’s infused with 
grit and with spit, with pain and with the blues, 
and mostly, with a wealth of spunk.

I’ll forgo my typical opening for a review - usually an anec¬ 
dotal analogy or whimsical musing before my analysis of the 
show I’ve seen - to immediately extend a solemn nod to 
every cast member of Shrek the Musical, taking the stage in 
full (and often furry) costumes, spitting in the eye of Austin’s 
sweltering summer. This accomplishment alone earned 
my respect, as even a setting sun did little to mitigate the 
unyielding heat of the night. 

Even pegged-out mercury can’t stop an audience from 
enjoying a show of this caliber, though; the performance I 
attended was chock-full of families, sprawled blanket-to-blan- 
ket across the Zilker hillside, ready for the antics of that lov¬ 
able ogre and company. Zilker Theatre Productions’ staging, 
under Scott Shipman’s direction, doesn’t disappoint. Shrek 
is a spot-on choice for a summer musical - gaudy, hilarious, 
but lighthearted - and it’s executed here with professional 
polish and precision. Catherine Brandt’s scenic design seems 
to enlarge the Beverly S. Sheffield Zilker Hillside stage with 
some creatively transformative set pieces, in what may be 
the best use of the space I’ve witnessed. The script by David 
Lindsay-Abaire (Pulitzer Prize-winner for Rabbit Hole) plays out 
roughly the same as the DreamWorks Animation film, with a 
few clever lines added for this specific staging: Patrick King’s 
Donkey, for example, makes mention during act one’s journey 
that they are near “that bridge with all the bats under it.” 
Susan Finnegan’s music direction of a live orchestra delights, 
and the score by Jeanine Tesori ( Caroline, or Change; Tony 
Award-winner for Fun Home) is upbeat and grooveable - I saw 
many a toddler bopping to the beat. The choreography by Judy 
Thompson-Price is sharp, fun, and as frenetic as it is kinetic. 

I don’t wish to spoil, but fans of dramatic puppetry will not be 
let down by Celeste Castillo’s entrance as Dragon - just one 
of the many impeccable costuming feats achieved by designer 
Carl J. Booker. And though Natalie George’s lighting may amp 
up the heat on these performers, it’s well worth it for the envi¬ 
ronmental nuance it creates. 


A tight ensemble backs up Kyle G. Stephens’ Shrek, 
with Andrew Cannata’s stumpy Lord Farquaad and Bobby 
Tschoepe’s Pinocchio as standouts. Stephens’ Scottish accent 
is hit-and-miss, but his pipes more than make up for it. In play¬ 
ing Donkey, King knows that if something ain’t broke, it’s best 
not to fix it, so he virtually channels Eddie Murphy in vocal 
intonation and mannerism. And Sara Burke’s Fiona is equally 
fiery and vulnerable as she grapples with her conscience over 
whether to keep her true nature a secret. One can’t help but 
hope the show’s core messages (know yourself, love yourself, 
accept yourself and everyone else for who you/they are) embed 
themselves firmly in the psyches of the youngsters present 
- a mix of ethnicities likely representative of our city’s demo¬ 
graphics on the whole. A nation as divided as ours is currently 
deserves the inclusive future that the show’s philosophy offers. 

There are a couple of small chinks in this otherwise shin¬ 
ing suit of theatrical armor. Some of the film’s adult humor 
doesn’t translate that well to the stage; for example, Shrek’s 
joke on seeing Farquaad’s castle that the diminutive lord must 
be “compensating for something” drew a palpable cringe from 
some parents in the crowd just before a cherubic tyke near 
me piped up with “Daddy, what’s that mean?” And for a tale 
in which the theme is acceptance of one’s inner self and the 
beauty therein, there are more than a few jokes that counter¬ 
mand that message. Donkey sings of a fat kid loving cake, 
for example, and as the parent of a Type 1 diabetic, the line 
about “going together like donuts and diabetes” nearly elicited 
a vocal “That’s not how diabetes works.” 

Still, these few small qualms reflect on the need for further 
societal improvement more than the quality of the show. At 
its heart, Zilker’s Shrek is about the larger-than-life magic that 
can inspire the mind of a child while smuggling in a message 
of self-worth. And it never hurts to make theatre fans of chil¬ 
dren as early as possible. Great production values, wonderful 
voices, and lovely choreography don’t exactly beat the heat, 
but they do prove an excellent distraction. - Shanon Weaver

Every image in Peter Brown Leighton’s “Live 
Snakes” tells a good story. Leda and the 
Swan is a photo of a lake at night. A woman, 
naked except high socks, sashays into frame 
from the left, while a swan floats to the lake’s 
edge from the right. The title suggests that 
something raunchy is going down. It reminds 
me of a phone video taken at the edge of 
a raucous party. Some girl had too much 
to drink and decided to get nude with the 
swans. It’s a bawdy and hilarious moment. 

“Hilarious” was one of three words I wrote 
down while looking at Leighton’s work. The 
other two were “triumphant” and “blithe.” In 
Welcome to Heaven, a man holds a baby next 
to rows of human skulls. We can’t see the 
man’s face, but the baby is gleeful. It would 
be endearing if not for the skulls grinning by 
the dozens just behind them. The title seems 
to say, “Hey, baby. Welcome to life. Oh yeah, 
and you’re good as dead, just like the rest of 
us, so welcome to death, too.” Like Leda and 
the Swan, Welcome to Heaven is funny. But 
I’m not laughing at the people in the photo. 
There’s no way this guy doesn’t see the 
skulls. Therefore, he must be laughing along, 
or else he is so pleased with his own morbid¬ 
ity that he could hardly care if we make fun of 
him or not. He’s getting his, just like Leda and 
the swan are. They are triumphant because 


they have achieved something, 
even if it’s silly, and they are 
blithe because they are so satis¬ 
fied to have done so, regardless 
of what we think. 

These elements come togeth¬ 
er well in almost every image, 
but perhaps none better than 
Death Runs Faster. A farmer in 
dirty overalls takes a picture 
with a cheetah he’s caught. The 
cheetah, wide-eyed and howl¬ 
ing, hangs by its feet from a line 
while the farmer lifts the cheetah’s head for 
the camera. The farmer has a sober expres¬ 
sion; he must do this every day. 

Like all of the photos, Death Runs Faster 
looks old. It’s sepia-toned. The background 
is all dust and horizon. The farmer himself 
looks like a character from The Grapes of 
Wrath. When I asked about this, I was told that 
Leighton manipulated vintage photos he’s gath¬ 
ered. I was glad to hear this, because I worried 
I was only looking at amusing pictures the art¬ 
ist had collected. That Leighton composed the 
images himself gives them essential weight. 

I was also told that Leighton included 
images of his family. I don’t know which 
images these are. This matters because, if 
there are intriguing concepts at work, I want 


access to them. The artist statement is 
poetic but essentially useless. I’m left feeling 
that something has been missed - something 
special - and that is too bad. 

Ideally, a statement isn’t necessary. If 
there are themes and important details I 
should know (such as the fact that these 
images are, in fact, original to the artist and 
not simply found objects), then the form and 
display of the work should communicate 
them. I would like to see further iterations 
of the series that more effectively empha¬ 
size these conceptual elements. Because I 
enjoyed “Live Snakes” so much, I wouldn’t 
mind another visit with Leighton in the future, 
just to see how things have progressed. I 
wouldn’t mind at all. - Sam Anderson-Ramos

Parties, Pints, 
and Triple Plays 
at Pinballz 

When it comes to running a gaming arcade, 
Pinballz founder Darren Spohn has learned 
one lesson: Like high scores, “More is better.” 

Darren and his wife Mikki opened Austin’s 
original Pinballz Arcade in 2010 for one very 
good reason: Darren’s personal collection of 
pinball games was taking over the house. 
There were other arcades, but they were 
either sports bars with a few games, or 
micro-sized hangouts specializing in imported 
rarities for a hardened gaming clientele. By 
contrast, the Spohns were breaking every 
business rule, with 250 machines in 13,000 
square feet of converted office space on a 
highway frontage road. 

It had every reason to fail, said Darren: 
“People had a negative connotation of the 
word ‘arcade.’ They were thinking of the clas¬ 
sics in the mall, seedy, the teen hangout, 
kind of gangster-ish.” Mikki agreed: “When 
we first opened, we didn’t know how we’d do. 
Everybody thought, ‘You guys are crazy.’ But 
we opened that place and it really took off, 
and we went, ‘Oh, people really like this.’” 

With one site open, the Spohns decided to 
go for a multi-ball challenge. Darren said, 

“The key thing we learned is, you can never 
have enough games or rooms .... That’s 
when we decided, let’s get something bigger.” 

So four years later they found themselves 
at the old Dorsett 221 Truck Stop and Cafe in 
Buda. It had fallen into disrepair, but the cou¬ 
ple saw the potential. “It looked like a castle, 
so we played off the theme,” said Mikki. 

Now it’s reinvigorated as Pinballz Kingdom, 
but it’s not just about dropping tokens in 
slots. Once players walk under the wings of 
Diablo, the giant red dragon perched over the 
door, there’s outdoor tactical laser tag, a 
beer garden, and a live music stage. Darren 
said, “We’ve had weddings there.” “And a 
carnival,” added Mikki. 

Now the Spohns have moved on to their big¬ 
gest venture to date. At first they needed a new 


home for their original site, “But,” Darren said, 
“we decided, why move? Why not open some¬ 
thing a little farther north in town?” So now 
there’s Pinballz Lake Creek: a 33,000-square- 
foot former Stein Mart converted with a 100- 
foot bar, full kitchen, conference rooms for local 
businesses looking for an off-site event, and of 
course, hundreds of games to slap, shoot, out¬ 
wit, and conquer. Darren said, “This is always 
what we wanted for the party size that we 
couldn’t do at the original arcade.” 

With each new arcade, the Spohns change 
the equation. The original has the classic 
BYOB arcade feel, nurturing a new generation 
of cabinet-game obsessives. The Kingdom is 
a day-out destination. As for Lake Creek, 
that’s the Spohns’ definition of family-friend¬ 
ly: that there’s something for everyone, both 
separately and as a unit. The massive floor 
space is broken up into zones, like a classic 
Eighties section packed with iconic titles like 
Ga/aga, sitting alongside communal activities 


like mini-bowling and Bazooka Ball (which 
Darren described as “Nerf balls on ste¬ 
roids”). Darren said, “You see families come 
in, and maybe the parents go back to the 
classic area, the kids go to the ticket games, 
the teens go to the high-end video games, 
and they come back together and have some 
food and have some drinks, and then they go 
off and play again.” 

Even with three locations, the Spohns are 
still hands-on: charting how many times 
games are played, what the payout is on tick¬ 
ets, checking food quality, attending trade 
shows to check out new releases like the 
Game of Thrones pinball or the Star Wars 
Battle Pod. For Darren, it’s all to answer one 
question: “What’s the most fun stuff for peo¬ 
ple to play together?” - Richard Whittaker

MY IMPS BY GERALD E. MCLEOD 


Two-stepping is more than a dance in Texas; it’s a way of life. Whether 
you’re a boot-scootin’ wiz or just getting your Texas rhythm, one of these 
historic dance halls would be a fine place for a little dance practice. 

Schroeder Hall, about 15 miles northeast of Goliad, is about as authen¬ 
tic and historic a Texas dance hall as you can get. From the road the 
dance hall looks like an old barn. Inside, the barn wood of the cavernous 
club is worn smooth by generations of dancers. The Saturday night music 
is white-bread country with a good mix of South Texas conjunto. Most of 
the bands ride the regional circuit, with the occasional national act like 
Merle Haggard’s son Marty, who’s coming later this year. Spend the night 
in Victoria or Goliad, both about an equal distance from the dance hall. 

Less than an hour’s drive from Austin, Twin Sisters Dance Hall on U.S. 
281 south of Blanco has dances on the first Saturday of the month. Built 
in 1879, the rusting corrugated-tin dance hall presents some of the top 
dance bands in the area. Seven miles to the west of U.S. 281, Kendalia 
Halle is on summer vacation, but the dance floor opens again this 
September with Gary P Nunn. There are several bed & breakfast accommo¬ 
dations in the area around the two dance halls, and Blanco is close by, 
rather than risking a long drive home.

Review: Irene's 

ELM GROUP’S LATEST PROJECT REPLAYS 
ITS GREATEST HITS 


After a couple years of pinching tweezers 
and filling nitrogen tanks, Austin dining is 
once again looking backward. It only makes 
sense. In such a volatile year for hospitality 
(not to mention the broader world), what we 
know seems infinitely more appealing than 
what lurks on the horizon. And the city as a 
whole has always been prone to nostalgia 
anyway. With restaurants closing at a rapid 
pace, why not stick with what works? 

Although it was first announced during the 
height of the most recent restaurant boom, 
Irene’s - the latest 
addition to the ELM 
Restaurant Group - 
feels inevitable in 
2016. As a concept, 
it’s a cocktail combin¬ 
ing two-thirds Easy 
Tiger, one-third 24 
Diner, and maybe just 
a splash of the West 
Fifth bars it neighbors. 

And without being too 
on the nose or relying 
on kitsch, it easily 
settles in Austin’s cur¬ 
rent Seventies Zeit¬ 
geist (see the green 
goddess dressing at 
Boiler Nine, the fanci- 
fied fern bar drinks at 
Red Headed 
Stepchild, the entirety 
of Kitty Cohen’s). The 
interior decor, like all 
the ELM restaurants 
by Veronica Koltuniak 
of VeroKolt, flirts with 
the decade’s tacki¬ 
ness in small doses (some oversized glass 
grapes, a giant speaker behind the bar, cur¬ 
tains pieced together from Italian velour tapes¬ 
tries), never letting the more lurid elements 
overwhelm graphic elements like the massive 
paneled soffit over the bar or the wood beam 
fixtures crossing the width of the dining room. 
The wraparound patio area is more minimal, 
letting Shoal Creek pecans and landscaping 
from Eden Garden Design do most of the 
heavy lifting, but it still has a vintage feel in 
the seating, the much-lnstagrammed neon 
sign, and the illustrated billboard by Xavier 
Schipani (he did the Sunday circular render¬ 
ings on the menu as well). 


Beverage director Craig Collins’ drinks 
(all $7) reinforce the retro, not only in their 
rejection of precious contemporary mixology, 
but also in their decidedly noncontemporary 
heavy pours and in the names that evoke 
the musical giants of the “Me” Decade (yes, 
the Kinks released “Waterloo Sunset” in the 
Sixties, and “Goodnight Irene” was recorded 
in the Thirties, but you’ll get the drift). The 
former is a margarita in all but name, and the 
latter is made to the specifications of the res¬ 
taurant’s namesake muse, the grandmother 
of ELM partner Chad 
Gluckson, with two 
parts vodka, a splash 
of lime, and cranberry 
“for color.” Deacon 
Blues gives the White 
Russian a redux with 
coconut milk, and the 
Lemmy is an unpre¬ 
tentious whiskey sour. 


Use caution with the 
punches ($7 for a 
mug, $28 for a jug). 
Neither a taste of the 
Trinidad rum punch 
(adding pineapple to 
the traditional one 
sour, two sweet, three 
strong, four weak 
recipe) nor the autumnal whiskey punch gave 
us any clue to the demons within. The serv¬ 
ers give warning of the potency of the drinks, 
but punch indeed. 

The snacks portion of the menu mostly 
follows the Easy Tiger playbook of riffing on 
foods your mom might have packed for a 
summer road trip if said mom also always 
packed a case of Lone Star. There’s a pla¬ 
tonic ideal of movie-theatre popcorn, drizzled 
in cultured butter ($2); a solid harvest club 
mix ($3) with some extra electricity from dill; 
a “picnic” plate ($12) with deviled ham, sum¬ 
mer sausage, newly voguish bread and butter 
pickles, and a chow chow that bears little 


resemblance to the stuff you find in jars; plus 
a cheese plate ($12) focused on accessible 
American Cheddar paired with Confituras’ 
miraculous nectarine and white pepper 
jam. Irene’s pigs in a blanket ($6) gussy up 
the crescent roll/Lit’l Smokies version you 
make at home with a spicy house Andouille. 
Perhaps my taste buds are too finely attuned 
to the overly salted spinach and artichoke 
dips of my youth, but Irene’s version ($8) 
seemed too gingerly in its attempt to de-junk 
junk food. The pimento cheese ($6) had 
more stamina. The slightly sweet piquillo 
peppers would not be my first choice, but 
they did make sense with the cream cheese 
base, ultimately winning me over. Both dips 
are served with saltines, a nod to tradition if 
not taste. Both do, however, combine 
in executive pastry chef Mary Catherine 
Curren’s spare dessert menu. For 
photo-ops, there’s a Dairy Queen-esque 
vanilla soft serve ($2). It should come 
as no surprise that we got ours with 
rainbow sprinkles ($1 extra). The real 
stars, however, are the trio of plated 
options ($7). Neither the strawberry 
cake, the (slightly deconstructed) banana 
pudding, nor the grasshopper bar make an 
attempt to be virtuous, which is the opposite 
of what dessert should be. 

But with all the emphasis on vice (Irene’s 
also sells cigarettes should you be so 
inclined), it’s somewhat peculiar that sand¬ 
wiches anchor the menu. Executive chef 
Andrew Curren’s crowd-pleasing steak and 
whiskey combo (just that, a one-pound NY 
strip served with sauteed mushrooms and 
onions and a shot of Old Grand-Dad - $29) 
and weekday blue-plate specials (all $15) do 
give you some option other than sandwiches 
and snacks for dinner. I meant to try as many 
as possible, but somehow landed twice on 
Tuesday for King Ranch during my review vis¬ 
its. It’s everything you want from the Texas 
classic, if less salty than the cream of mush¬ 
room soup versions most of us are used to. 
No matter, there are shakers at the table for 
saltaholics (of which I am one). Irene’s takes 
its lack of pretentiousness seriously. On a 
non-review visit, I did try the pot pie (served

with a beautiful local salad). I didn’t take any 
notes on the filling, but some things attach to 
your memory without any prompting, and the 
extraordinarily buttery crust is as memorable 
as any I’ve ever had. As good as the specials 
were, a few more substantial choices for din¬ 
ner would be welcome. 

That’s not to disparage the sandwiches, 
which, to be fair, can be supplemented with 
substantial sides like dirty shells and cheese 
($9 - beefed up with Andouille and peppers) 
and a bright potato salad ($4) for a fuller din¬ 
ner. Each served on Easy Tiger bread, they 
are all Cole Porter standards occasionally 
jazzed up with a new arrangement. The steak 
($12) splits the difference between French 
dips, Philly cheesesteaks, and Italian beef 
sandwiches, 86’ing the au jus. The veggie 
($9) politely piles on cucumber, watercress, 
and a smear of scallion cream cheese, 
allowing for a few biting comments (a few 
shakes of Cholula) in its garden-party gentil¬ 
ity. Mayonnaise-based tuna salad ($9, we 
made it a melt for $1 extra) doesn’t stray too 
far from the classic formula, but prominent 
lemon makes it livelier than most, and the 
celery gives it a nice crunch. Texture plays 
a big part in the grilled cheese as well ($9), 
with bacon and Granny Smith apples added 
to a Havarti and white Cheddar mix. On the 
open-faced side (I know, we all call them 
toasts these days), the bacon with a fried 
egg and Cheddar, the creamy avocado with 
feta, and the mascarpone with peaches and 
basil are all flavorful and economical (they 
are all $6) ways to start a morning. 

With the sale and closure of Arro and 
some recent changes at Italic toward acces¬ 
sibility, Irene’s could certainly be seen as a 
step back. Certainly Andrew Curren’s culinary 
skills don’t begin and end with American 
comfort food. But perhaps this is a time for 
restaurateurs to be conservative, to focus 
on what customers want instead of trying to 
rocket their preferences forward. If there is a 
sense of loss in that for the overall local res¬ 
taurant industry, I find it hard to pin that on 
the ELM Group. No one cares about more of 
the same when that brings repeat pleasures.

Turns 
out a few packets of sugar and some hot(ish) 
water from a dispenser can make a reasonable 
simple syrup (eyeball equal parts of both if you 
are playing along at home). Add rum and a few 
hundred limes (cut crudely with a waiter’s knife) 
and you have a classic daiquiri. Down two of 
those and you are ready for a theme party. 

It must be said here that neither of us are

exactly joiners. Only I had been to summer 
camp before, and that was hardly at my free 
will. I spent most of it trying to convince kids 
that I was from the exotic land of Colorado 
and rolling my eyes every time someone start¬ 
ed chirpingly singing “this is the day.” I briefly 
considered a similar defense mechanism but 
before too long I was doing sloppy death drops 
outside the dance. That had a little to do 
with the open bar (our trip to the liquor store 
was apparently not needed - Camp Our Way 
provides a seemingly never-ending supply of 
local liquors and beer as part of the package), 
but mostly had to do with the transformative 
power of Nineties R&B. Praise Chilli. Camp 
was going to get me one way or another. 

Camp Our Way fills the a.m. hours with 
the same kinds of activities that I signed up 
for (and skipped) during my childhood trip 
to camp - archery, various sports, and arts 
& crafts (there’s also wine tasting, which I 
suspect would not have been condoned by 
the folks at Wayland Baptist). To COW’s credit, 


they respect your boundar¬ 
ies and you can create your 
schedule mostly how you 
wish. There are no semi- 
maniacal counselors cajoling 
you into ziplining or capturing 
the flag. If you want to spend 
your afternoon swaying in a 
hammock or sliding down a 
waterslide, have at it. But 
you’ll kind of miss the point. 

I didn’t get the chance to 
formally interview any of my campmates. I was 
having too much fun, for one, and they weren’t 
there for journalistic “color.” But through 
informal conversation (and a fair amount of 
eavesdropping), it seemed many of them were 
there for the same reasons, whether they were 
in their early 20s or early 60s.

We 
find it where we can, griping with co-workers or 
meeting strangers through apps, but bonds are 
stronger when they are forged out of accidental 
moments. On the last night we were all wowed 
when one of the campers sang a pitch-perfect 
version of Adele’s “Chasing Pavements” at the 
talent show, her voice filling the night air. She 
was dressed as a hippie, part of the evening’s 
hipster vs. hippie theme. Sure, it was corny - 
as were the other dozen or so acts - but we all 
need a little more goofiness in our lives. 

Later that evening, after a few rounds of 
drunken Crocodile Dentist, I felt a little sad 
that we missed the first day. Maybe calling 
the experience transformative is too much, 
but you could tell that more than a handful of 
campers left with new friendships, a couple 
even with new romances. The Facebook 
group set up for our “class” is still very 
active months later. Perhaps if I joined the 
fun earlier, I would have been a part of that. 
But no matter, I still got a weekend without 
worrying about emails or deadlines. And my 
friend and I have almost convinced our circle 
to book a weekend next session. This time 
we’ll be right on time. - Brandon Watson

Dear Glutton, 

Is it just me, or has this summer been the 
worst so far? There are just so many terrible 
things happening, and everyone I know, includ¬ 
ing me, feels incredibly depressed. Send help! 

- Summertime Sadness 

This summer really has been the worst, 
hasn’t it? Between the crushing heat (which 
yes, everyone keeps insisting is not that bad 
for Texas, but still makes me feel like I’m 
melting into an increasingly dysfunctional pile 
of goop) and the constant stream of violent 
and terrible news, things have rarely been 
worse. And so, in keeping with the theme 
of this issue, I suggest that 
you take some time off from 
the rigors of the adult world 
and return, if only for a few 
moments, to the innocent sug¬ 
ary embrace of childhood. 

I don’t know about you, 

Lana, but all of my least sad 
summertime memories involve 
frozen desserts. Austin has 
its fair share of artisanal ice 
cream parlors (and really, it’s 
hard to go wrong with Amy’s 
Mexican Vanilla), but even ice cream seems 
too dignified for the kind of heat-worsened 
depression you’re talking about here. Ice 
cream is something respectable adults 
eat, at least occasionally, in respectable 
circumstances, scooped on top of flourless 
chocolate cake, floating in espresso, twirled 
into perfect prolate spheroids at fancy res¬ 
taurants. Ice cream can’t fix anything. It’s too 
terrestrial, too substantial. When you’ve fin¬ 
ished eating ice cream, even if it’s in a cone, 
the dessert’s most childlike and impractical 
form, your hands are sticky, your belly full. 

You feel weighed down by the experience. 

You are unable to forget the confines of your 
heavy adult body, still subject to the sad¬ 
nesses of the world. 

Fortunately for you, Austin is also rich in 
sno-cone stands. Sno-cones share many of 


ice cream’s summertime joys (the cold, the 
sweetness, the nostalgic appeal) but they 
are also gloriously, delightfully impractical. 
When was the last time you ate a sno-cone? 
For me, it had been years, at least a decade, 
until your letter inspired me to go exploring. 
And I was glad I did, because the joys of 
sno-cones are manifold. There’s something 
compelling about their insubstantiality, the 
way the shaved ice melts off the tongue, dis¬ 
appearing into the heat of your body, only the 
faint sweetness of the syrup left behind. It’s 
like consuming the ghost of a dessert. 

There are as many types of sno-cones as 
there are varieties of seasonal depression, 
from the old-school deca¬ 
dence of Casey’s New Orleans 
Snowballs with custard and 
condensed milk, to the hal¬ 
lucinogenic bright-hued cre¬ 
ations of Jim Jim’s Water Ice. 
The hip East Austin bar and 
sandwicherie Haymaker even 
has a summertime happy 
hour where you can get an 
alcoholic sno-cone for $3. All 
of these are excellent options 
for days when you’ve suffered 
through another long day at the job you’re 
not crazy about, another boring first date, 
or more bad news, and want to grab a quick 
pick-me-up on the way home. But if you really 
want an escape, take yourself out for the 
evening. Turn off your phone; leave it at home 
if you can. Stop by Sno-Beach, which is right 
down the street from Zilker Park, and open 
’til 8pm. Walk through the park eating your 
sno-cone, preferably my favorite combination 
of half horchata, half tiger’s blood, with a cold 
thickened sluice of cream on top, resisting the 
temptation to check your phone or acknowl¬ 
edge the existence of the outside world. Wash 
the syrup from your chin and fingers with a dip 
in Barton Springs, which has free swimming 
every night between 9 and 10pm. Float on 
your back. Look at the moon. Taste the sugar 
on your tongue. Feel better. ■

MARTA PELRINE-BACON 


If you see someone sharing their coffee with a Dalek, don’t 
panic. It may be Marta Pelrine-Bacon, snapping one of her col¬ 
lection of action figures in strange locations for her Twitter feed. 

It’s a world away from her other artistic endeavors: delicate 
but complicated ink line drawings, or collages painstakingly 
crafted from shreds of her own novels. It started when she 
bought her husband a Shakespeare action figure and took a 
photo of it against a picture of the Globe Theatre. “I said, This 
is kind of funny,’ and then I had Dickens and Shakespeare, and 
made another scene, and just shared them as a joke, and it 


just spiraled from there. People thought it looked funny, and then I 
just kept doing it.” 

The biggest misconception she faces is the assumption they’re her 
son’s toys (“I think there’s some element that action figures are supposed 
to be a guy-collecting thing”), but she relishes the confusion she causes. 
“It became fun to be out and taking pictures, and see people going, ‘What 
are you doing?’ Although a lot of people don’t notice. Either they’re not 
noticing, or they’re noticing, and choosing to pretend they’re not noticing.”

ROOSTER TEETH 


Like every Eighties kid, Rooster Teeth co-founder and LazerTeam 
star Burnie Burns played with his Kenner Star Wars action figures. 
He never expected to ever be a toy - not even when a 6-inch plas¬ 
tic version of himself turned up on the desk of Lazer Team director 
Matt Hullum. “He had the action figures on his desk, and I was 
like, These are really cool. What are they, some kind of prototype?’ 
He said, ‘No, no, no, these just came in. They’re part of the first 
shipment.’ ‘First shipment of what?’ ‘Action figures for the movie.”' 

Burns and the rest of the cast still aren’t quite sure what hap¬ 
pened, but suspect that McFarlane Toys used the body scans 
done for the film’s CG sequences to create their plastic doppel- 
gangers. Co-star Gavin Free’s figure character may come with the 
strangest accessory in toy history - a corn dog - and, as fellow 
Teamster Michael Jones gleefully noted, the mustache he grew 
for the part is now immortalized in plastic. Free said, “They were 
secretly trying to fulfill all our childhood dreams at once, by put¬ 
ting us in a movie and making us action figures.”

DIRECTOR’S WALL - LUMET

Recall His Past Lives (2010) 

THAILAND 

Apichatpong Weerasethakul’s masterpiece 
won the 2010 Cannes Palme d’Or and de¬ 
serves to be seen again, and again. To West¬ 
ern eyes it’s a lush and steamy magical-realist 
portrait of an elderly animist residing in 
Thailand’s perpetually impoverished, north¬ 
eastern farming province of Isan who, yes, 
recalls his various past forms. Apichatpong, 
an arthouse favorite (and good friend of Tilda 
Swinton), sweats his quiet, gently haunting 
film in dreamy Isan heat. In the never-colo¬ 
nized kingdom of Thailand, ghost and spirits 


always abound, but Apichatpong’s true filmic 
motive is humanizing the Buddhist/animist 
“dream of life” and vice versa. It’s the most 
drolly “human” of all Thai films. - Marc Savlov 

Baby Doll (1956)

Baby Doll was banned by the Catholic Legion 
of Decency - how could it not be? A menacing 
three-hander about a flirty virgin bride (Carroll 
Baker), her blue-balled husband (Karl Malden), 
and his business and romantic rival (Eli Wal- 
lach), Baby Doll gets so worked up you worry 
it might pass out - from the hot, delirium-in¬ 
ducing Southern sun and so many lecherous 
looks.

Some artists have shelves stacked with 
art books. Not Matt Frank. His studio is cov¬ 
ered with kaiju, the mighty rubber suit mon¬ 
sters of Japanese cinema, but it’s not just 
because he loves Asian monster flicks. As 
the go-to American comic artist for Godzilla, 
they are his muses. 

His grandmother bought him his first 
Godzilla toys because, like every kid, he 
loved dinosaurs, and he’s been collecting 
ever since. “It used to be, ‘I don’t have 
that, I need it.’ Now I’m an adult, and I have 
responsibilities, like saving up for expensive 
figures. Now it’s either something that’s 
caught my eye, or something I can use as 
a reference.” 


Since his 1954 debut to the upcoming 
Godzilla Resurgence, the mighty gorilla whale 
grew, shrank, walked erect, and changed 
his face, tail, and spines. In each panel he 
draws, Frank uses his collection to stay on 
model for each particular mutation. Then 
there’s King Ghidorah, Rodan, Biollante, 
and dozens more, all of which end up on 
Frank’s page. 

So what if there was a fire? What would 
Frank save first? He pointed straight to the 
1994 Trendmasters line. “These were toys 
that my grandmother gave me when I was 
a child.”

C. ROBERT CARGILL 


Novelists build worlds. In his downtime, 

C. Robert Cargill builds armies. In between 
writing novels (Dreams and Shadows) 
and screenplays (Sinister), he assembles 
and paints miniature figures for the epic 
battles of Warhammer 40K, a hobby he 
describes as “like cranking Megadeth 
while watching random snippets of Sixties, 

Seventies, and Eighties science fiction, 
while playing a game.” 

The game originated in 1983 as a mix 
of Dungeons & Dragons and tabletop battle 
re-creations. Over time, it evolved into its 
own complicated mythology, which appeals 
to Cargill as a writer and genre fan. “They took stuff from Dune and Star Wars and Lord of the 
Rings and stuck it through the lens of 2000 AD, and all of a sudden it just got weird.” 

Like all the best games, there is an obsessive element. When he was in London, watching 
his Doctor Strange script become Marvel’s next blockbuster, he had one day off. So, naturally, 
he took the five-hour round trip by train to Warhammer World in Nottingham. Yet there’s also 
a real psychological benefit to the tactile experience. Cargill said, “Warhammer is one of the 
few things I can do that completely distracts my brain from writing. ... You can put together 
models, you can paint models, you can build terrain, you can put together army lists, you can 
actively play a game, depending on what you’re into at the moment.”

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Shedding Film Nostalgia 

WHEN THE MOVIES YOU LOVED AS A KID DON’T GROW UP WITH YOU byBeejoiishah 


When you’re 9 years old, there are few 
things that earn you any modicum of adoles¬ 
cent street credibility: definitively knowing 
where babies come from, scream-whispering 
a bad word you heard your sister call your 
mom, and of course, getting to watch 
grownup movies. While most kids are gently 
dangled into the PG-13 section of the pool 
first, my parents had no problem throw¬ 
ing their prepubescent children right into 
the deep end when Se7en, the Brad Pitt/ 
Morgan Freeman thriller about a murderer 
with a penchant for righteousness, began 
running on basic cable. Too 
young to develop a hot take 
on the derivativeness of 
David Fincher’s gratuitous use 
of tracking shots, I instead 
began watching Se7en regu¬ 
larly, reveling in my ability to 
lord my relative maturity over 
my friends as I explained for 
the last time, Eric, it's centered 
around the seven deadly sins. 

Se7en was forgotten 
shortly after, traded in for Jerry Maguire’s 
lessons on how to fornicate against an 
Ikea bookcase. While Se7en had already 
been elevated to perfect film status in my 
then-developing brain, it wasn’t until almost 
two decades later that I happened to catch 
the movie again when it was streaming on 
HBO. Old enough to now call malarkey on 
Fincher’s heavy-handed directing, it was 
quickly becoming apparent that Se7en was 
no longer the movie I idolized when I was 
young. But it was the film’s penultimate 
scene, when Pitt finds out his wife was 
one of the final murder victims, that my 
innocence was officially lost. A scene that 
used to render me inconsolable now had me 
convulsing with laughter as an unnecessar¬ 
ily frosty-haired Pitt dolefully wailed “What’s 


in the box?” at Kevin Spacey, stretching out 
each vowel for seconds at a time. 

Faster than you can say “Wait, the number 
seven doesn’t even look like the letter V,” my 
sinful film boner was extinguished, rose-col¬ 
ored glasses removed. Sure, the movie still 
had its merits, I suppose, but it was off my 
shelf, anachronistic with the seemingly mea¬ 
sured acting I’d come to prefer. (I watched 
Jackass next.) Se7en may have been the first 
movie this happened with, but it certainly 
wouldn’t be the last. Tom Hanks’ inextin¬ 
guishable optimism in Forrest Gump no lon¬ 
ger felt inspirational so much 
as it did cloying. The Usual 
Suspects and The Sixth Sense 
both had re-viewable enough 
plots, but given their large 
third-act twists, subsequent 
views were truly devoid of any 
fresh enthusiasm on my end. 
I’ve yet to forgive goth class¬ 
mates for robbing me of my 
adoration of Keanu Reeves 
in his Matrix trench coat, just 
as I haven’t forgiven myself for not realizing 
sooner that Fight Club may as well have been 
named Toxic Masculinity and it wouldn’t have 
made a shred of difference. 

Which movies don’t hold up can be a fun 
dinner-party game, but trying to pinpoint why 
they didn’t grow with us is a losing battle. 
While sitcom television used to hew to the 
tenet of making as few references as pos¬ 
sible to pop culture, current events, and 
technology, lest a program feel dated were it 
to make it to syndication, by nature, movies 
are static - designed to capture a specific 
moment in time both in entertainment histo¬ 
ry, but also our own. Jodie Foster’s portrayal 
in Nell may be reductive by 2016 standards, 
but it’s a reminder of how I learned not to be 
a schoolyard bully. The big, fat Greeks have 


gone home to roost, but 14 years later my 
father and I still get too large a chuckle out 
of suggesting friends and family looking for 
advice of any stripe “just put Windex on it.” 

While watching an old standby that no 
longer fits your needs can be briefly cringe¬ 
worthy, it’s nothing compared to the delight¬ 
ful schadenfreude of watching movies you 
refused to get into fall from grace - looking at 
your entire oeuvre in particular, Mike Myers. 
But it’s the movies that subjectively got under 
our skin yet fail to hold up; those are the 
ones that hurt. An unabashed annual celebra¬ 
tion of Rex Manning Day wasn’t enough for 
me to explain to my 18-year-old cousin who’s 
never had to step foot into a music store, or, 
likely, hold a record, why Empire Records is 
one of the most underrated teen movies of 
all time. A few years prior, an afternoon basic 
cable viewing of The Bodyguard was teeter¬ 
ing on the precipice of just barely holding 
up. That is, until E! blasted ad upon ad for 
Whitney and Bobby: E! True Hollywood Story 
at each break, delivering a sobering reminder 
that even if the movie sustained, the charac¬ 
ter at its core had already irreversibly altered 
how we viewed her in life and on film. 

But your life vis-a-vis viewing habits 
needn’t be a sentient BuzzFeed listicle, 
running on a steady diet of manufactured 
nostalgia and a yearning for the days of 
the laser disc. Acknowledge your outdated 
faves, even if you can’t in good conscience 
rep them sans mockery; let go of the ones 
you’ve outgrown. Embrace your problematic 
faves - for me, it’s overlooking step-cest in 
Clueless because of Paul Rudd’s eyes and 
substituting every item of my deli meal like 
I, too, am a pre-orgasm Meg Ryan. Nostalgia 
can be a powerful drug, but its antidote isn’t 
finding films with more object permanence; 
it’s knowing when to let that Austin Powers 
Condom Boxed Set finally go. ■

Game Boys and Girls 

A teen thriller for the Pokemon Go era

NEW REVIEWS 


This Dark Web thriller has a nifty prem¬ 
ise: an interactive online game in which its 
adrenaline-kick participants accept increas¬ 
ingly dangerous challenges at the bidding of 
the anonymous voyeur-participants posing 
them. (The dangling carrot of prize money 
for live-streaming the stunt’s performance is 
an added incentive for a cash-strapped play¬ 
er when the stakes are high.) It’s a cyber¬ 
space variation on the party pastime “Truth 
or Dare,” except there’s no option to 
honestly answer a squirmy question in 
lieu of a provocative dare. Although 
slow out of the gate in establish¬ 
ing the interpersonal dynamics of a 
group of Staten Island high school 
seniors, the movie starts to buzz 
when the shy and slightly insecure 
Vee (Roberts) accepts the watch¬ 
ers’ challenge to kiss a stranger in 
public (Franco) for a hundred dol¬ 
lars. The experience is intoxicating 
for both of them - and you - as 
the risks they undertake crazily 
escalate (driving a motorcycle 
blindfolded at a high speed, for 
example) with each more lucrative round 
of the game. Until its heady but hard-to- 
swallow resolution, this heart-thumper lives 
up to its name. For filmgoers over a certain 
age, the idea of anyone completely immers¬ 
ing him- or herself, either as a player or a 
watcher, in a potentially life-threatening tech¬ 
no-diversion as the one depicted here may 
sound far-fetched. But for the PG-13 crowd 
hardwired to the internet, Nerve will jangle 


with a resonating and perhaps unpleasant 
truth. This movie taps into the plugged-in 
Zeitgeist in a big way. Today, young people 
use cell phones to spot virtual Pokemons 
while driving, spend hours obsessively click¬ 
ing “like” on postings of Facebook friends 
they barely know, and go online to watch 
others play video games rather than engage 
in the actual activity themselves. And that’s 
just the tip of the World Wide Web iceberg. 
It’s a brave new world that Aldous Huxley 
never imagined. 

The finale of Nerve plays like a 
gladiator fight to the death in Rome’s 
Colosseum, with the not-so-passive 
watchers voting their thumbs up 
or thumbs down with the swipe 
of a screen. Directors Joost and 
Schulman (who helmed the 2010 
documentary Catfish) generate 
some real thrills up to this point, so 
the film’s ambitious but untidy con¬ 
clusion (“Say what?”) disappoints. 
Don’t try to sort it out afterward; 
your brain will only freeze up. It’s 
best to remember the preceding 
wild ride made all the more pleasurable by 
the winning turns by the leads. Up until now, 
Roberts and Franco have been second-tier 
actors in the industry food chain, but their 
first-rate performances in this better-than- 
average genre flick exude something called 
charisma. After this film, the two of them 
may graduate from watchers to players.

BAD MOMS

To quote Lisa Simpson (paraphrasing H.L. 
Mencken?): “You’ll never go broke appealing 
to the lowest common denominator.” That’s 
been Hollywood’s mantra since more or less 
forever, and the latest example arrives in the 
form of Bad Moms, a film that does exactly 
what you think it’s going to do: depict unap¬ 
preciated mothers losing their shit, behaving 
badly, and coming out the other side with an 
understanding that no one knows what we 
are doing in this life, that we’re all just faking 
it till we make it, and a few other tried and 
true aphorisms wrapped up in a bow of raun¬ 
chy shenanigans and jokes about Zumba and 
Blue Bloods. 

Written and directed by Jon Lucas and 
Scott Moore, the duo best known for birthing 
the Hangover films, Bad Moms falls into an 
increasingly specific subgenre geared toward 
a girls’ (in this case: moms!) night out (Sex 
and the City, Bridesmaids, Fifty Shades of 
Grey, anything Nicholas Sparks), which on 
the one hand is great, as some of the jokes 
are actually hilarious, but on the other hand, 
the film tends to treat its characters as silly 
anomalies (girls can have hangovers, too!). 

Bad Moms pits overworked mother of two 
Amy (Kunis) against PTA president and per¬ 
fect human being Gwendolyn (Applegate) as 
they vie for the hearts and minds of the most 
generic Chicago suburb ever committed to 
film. Amy has allies in Carla (Hahn, brilliant, 
and the best thing about the film), a randy 
single mom who instigates most of the bad 
behavior, and Kiki (Bell), a mousy mom who 
eventually finds her voice. The chemistry 
between the three is what makes Bad Moms 
rise above the mediocrity that looms in the 
shadow of every frame. Jokes about anal sex 
and cameos by the likes of Martha Stewart 
and Wanda Sykes help or hinder as the case 
may be, but know that your level of enjoyment 
is directly proportional to how many drinks 
you’ve had. My advice: Make it a double.

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CAFE SOCIETY

Come for the sophisticated charm and 
intoxicating wit suggested by the term “cafe 
society.” Stay for the rote charms and recy¬ 
cled bons mots offered up by Woody Allen’s 
umpteenth movie, a decidedly lesser entry 
in the director’s vast catalog but, as with all 
Allen movies, a cut above most everything 
else that passes for comedy these days. 
(Woody Allen may be the best living example 
of the auteur theory in action, though if the 
filmmaker were to spend more time honing 
his scripts before rushing each new one into 
production with every passing season, Allen 
might have become one of the best living 
examples of artistry in action. Sigh.) 


Cafe Society finds Allen returning to a 
time period familiar to so many of his films: 
the past. Set in the late Thirties, the film 
follows the budding career and love life of 
Bobby Dorfman (Eisenberg), a young New 
Yorker who goes west to Hollywood to try 
his fortune under the wing of his Uncle Phil 
Stern (Carell), a top Tinseltown talent agent 
who begrudgingly gives Bobby a job as his 
personal errand boy. Phil also assigns Vonnie 
(Stewart), one of his office assistants, to 
show Bobby the sights of L.A. Their sightsee¬ 
ing rendezvous eventually turn romantic, but 
are stymied by the existence of Vonnie’s pre¬ 
existing but mysteriously absent boyfriend. 
When the gossamer-thin secret of this love 
triangle is revealed, Bobby moves back to 
New York to manage a nightclub owned by 
his gangster brother Ben (Stoll). There he 
meets another woman named Veronica (aka 
Vonnie) and settles into family life and busi¬ 
ness success. 

Narratively, most of the setups and char¬ 
acter attributes echo other Woody Allen 
films, but here the arrangements are more 
routine and the dialogue more prosaic, 
less quotable. It doesn’t help that Allen 
is the unseen omniscient narrator of the 
film, chiming in with character descriptions 
and connecting bridges that are either 
unnecessary or would be better served by 
showing the audience these facts onscreen 
rather than having an offscreen octogenarian 
relate them in voiceover. Nevertheless, the 
Hollywood colony depicted in Cafe Society 
radiates a soft glow, and receives none of 
the venom or vituperation Allen, the resolute 
Manhattanite, has slung its way in previous 
works. Nevertheless, a sequence in which 
Bobby engages the services of a prostitute 
(Camp), is a pointless diversion that should 
have been scrubbed from the release print. 

The film’s two greatest assets are the 
cinematography of Vittorio Storaro ( The 
Conformist, Apocalypse Now), whose warm 
color palette and emotionally rich composi-

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tions bathe Cafe Society in a glimmering 
geniality, and the radiant performance of 
Kristen Stewart, who is virtually alone among 
these actors in finding her own means of 
expression and resisting the common temp¬ 
tation to deliver lines drenched with Allen’s 
unmistakable cadences and nuances. Carell 
also manages to mostly sidestep this pitfall 
in his endearing portrait of a power mogul 
from Hollywood’s Golden Age. Eisenberg 
delivers his best performance in a while, 
yet you can never escape the sense that he 
is just another stand-in for the Woodman 
himself. Parker Posey, who was so good in 
Allen’s last film, Irrational Man, is a bundle 
of affectation playing one half of a sophisti¬ 
cated, bicoastal couple with Paul Schneider. 

Despite its lazily undercooked script and 
lack of final polish, Cafe Society will provide 
Allen’s fans with familiar delights. But as far 
as the Allen canon goes, it’s not likely they’ll 
ask the filmmaker to play it again, Sam.

answer to one of the yet-unsolved myster¬ 
ies about Bourne’s background: his father’s 
involvement in the CIA missions. 

Much chasing by car and by foot ensues. 
Dyspeptic CIA Director Robert Dewey (Jones) 
enlists an assassin with a personal grudge 
against Bourne (Cassel) to eradicate the 
danger, but the agency’s young cybercrime 
chief Heather Lee (Vikander) convinces her 
superiors of the wisdom of trying to lure 
in from the cold the still-valuable Bourne. 
There are few better than Paul Greengrass 
(Captain Phillips, Bloody Sunday) to direct the 
story’s jagged narrative twists and full-bore 
action. His notorious shaky-cam shots are 
now more entrenched in the film vocabulary, 
and his ability to provide the viewer with the 
feeling of being inside the movie’s frame is 
unsurpassed. Yet, characters are fairly unde¬ 
veloped, and the duplicity of one key player 
is left unexplored. And if there is a delineat¬ 
ing point that separates too much mayhem 
from just enough, Jason Bourne perhaps 
crosses that line. An extended climax set in 
Las Vegas does damage to an untold num¬ 
ber of cars, the entire Strip, and the Riviera 
Hotel (though the latter represents a great 
use of a landmark that was set for imminent 


implosion). It seems excessive, something to 
goose the film into being faster and furiouser, 
and out of keeping with Bourne’s propensity 
for staying in the shadows. 

Jason Bourne ends inconclusively, and 
leaves plenty of wiggle room for future 
escapades. In this post-Wikileaks/post-NSA- 
privacy-disclosures era, stories about the 
various black ops conducted by the CIA and 
executed by Bourne and others seem more 
relevant than ever. This current film smartly 
adds material that keeps it up-to-date with 
the reality of today’s sophisticated electronic 
surveillance. The series may become a 
marker by which we come to gauge the future 
disappearance of all personal privacy. For the 
sake of the series’ endurance, I hope so, but 
for the sake of the rest of us, I hope not.

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PHANTOM BOY

It’s a simple story, but the artists keep 
things buoyantly surreal. Leo’s phantom self 
caroms around a sketchy, pseudo-Mondrian 
New York skyline with overlong, trailing limbs, 
as though reluctant, deep inside, to leave all 
that ailing flesh and blood behind. (A sub¬ 
plot about the danger of not returning to his 
sleeping body goes relatively unexplained.) 

Notably, Phantom Boy treads territory that’s 
similar to much of Hayao Miyazaki’s work, 
with a main character seeking the otherworld¬ 
ly in the face of a terrible reality. Missing, 
though, is the narrative and emotional cohe¬ 
siveness that would likely have led to Felicioli 
and Gagnol’s film being a more engaging 
and memorable work. Animated with obvious 
care and feeling, Phantom Boy nevertheless 
evaporates from your memory as quickly as 
little Leo vanishes into the New York night.

STAR TREK BEYOND

Captain Kirk (Pine) is bored. A regular 
Angela Chase, he fills his Captain’s log 
with long sighs. Three years into a five-year 
assignment steering the starship Enterprise 
hither and yon across the galaxy, it’s all just 
become so ho-hum, so humdrum for him. I’m 
right there with you, James T. 

Kirk’s ennui breaks when the ship crash- 
lands on a distant planet, scattering the 
actors into micro-hives of ones and twos, 
in a blow to the ensemble cast’s collec¬ 
tive chemistry. (They’re better when they’re 
all buzzing together.) Competent but heavy 
with dutifulness, the script by Simon Pegg 
(who co-stars as engineer Scotty) and Doug 
Jung (who cameos as Sulu’s husband) puts 
everyone in a place on this rock and gives 
them a purpose - a reason to go from point 
A to point B. But there’s none of the joyful, 
swashbuckling sense of adventure evinced 
in the film’s predecessors, nor a compelling 
case made for the stakes: Supervillain Krall 
(played by Idris Elba, regrettably covered in 
rhino-hide-like prosthetics) is a real drag, and 
his superweapon, the Abronath, sounds like 
something jaunty and tartan Scotty might 
pick up in a Highlands gift shop. 

This third film of the franchise reboot is 
the first to be directed by Justin Lin, who 
took over the Fast & Furious series in 2006 


and promptly sent down the assembly line 
four superjuiced machines of loving mayhem. 
(He replaces original Trek reboot architect 
J.J. Abrams, who in the Hollywood game of 
franchise musical chairs hopped to another 
Star with last year’s The Force Awakens.) Lin’s 
F&F films are operatically dumb, which is 
what makes them so much fun; maybe if Star 
Trek Beyond were stupider it wouldn’t feel 
like such a chore. Or maybe he just doesn’t 
have a feel for the material yet. Lin lavishes 
his attention on the massive-scale stuff- 
the space warfare, a Federation ship under 
construction, and, in the film’s freshest bit, a 
hand-to-hand combat scene turned hurly-burly 
when gravity revolts. But the human scale 
- the tending to these tiny animate beings 
we’ve been watching for 50 years - feels 
less carefully considered.

Exit Interview: 
Jimmy Smith 


Straight up, do you think the Gourds will 
ever play again? 

“No,” says Jimmy Smith, letting out a 
jackhammer laugh as he stares pensively 
into the darkness. “I look at it like something 
that’s in the rearview mirror.” 

It’s an apt metaphor considering we’re 
sitting in the front seat of a Ford 350 cargo 
van parked outside of his Central Austin 
home, which is empty and smelling of 
fresh paint. Midnight nears as the bassist/ 
songwriter of the local late-Nineties roots 
breakouts is lubricated 
just enough to agree to an 
unsolicited late-night inter¬ 
view. This week Smith exits 
the city he’s called home 
for 25 years and moves to 
Missoula, Montana. 

How bad does Austin 
suck now that you're moving 
to Montana? 

“It doesn’t suck at all," 

shoots back Smith. “Austin is a brilliant place 
and it always will be! A lot of interesting peo¬ 
ple keep coming here, and it’s a great place to 
find your mate and do a lot of beautiful things. 
When the people who’ve done all those things 
get older, they need to step aside maybe and 
let the rest of it play itself out.” 

The 47-year-old Plano native, whose pos¬ 
sessed stage presence has been often 
compared to the Band’s soulful spark plug 
Rick Danko, set his compass for the Big Sky

State for two reasons: First, he 
wants his three young “boyos” to 
have a spacious upbringing, and 
number two, it was the Gourds’ 
best touring market. 

“I’m gonna go up there and 
play my ass off,” he howls, slap¬ 
ping the steering wheel in excite¬ 
ment. These days, Smith performs as a 
one-man rock & roll rhythm machine called 
the Jimmy Smith System. “The System 
is cool. It abides. You got the kick drum, 
the snare, and the bass. 
There’s no wasted motion. 
I’ll never stop playing 
music. I’m a lifer.” 

Smith’s final Austin 
show happened three 
weeks back at Hole in the 
Wall with Mike Nicolai. He 
estimates 20 people were 
in attendance. 

“It was a good show,” he 
shrugs. “But the interest wasn’t there.” 

The same could be said about most of the 
singer’s post-Gourds output. His unbridled 
songwriting and heartbeat grooves have 
gone underappreciated since his flagship 
outfit disbanded in 2013. The Hard Pans, 
his hard-rockin’, free-ballin’ collaboration 
with keyman Claude Bernard and guitarist 
Mark Creaney, garnered a modest recep¬ 
tion and short life span. Meanwhile, Gourds 
co-frontman Kevin Russell became a major

draw, locally and nationally, as swamp-funk 
maestro Shinyribs. 

Are you butthurt that Shinyribs blew up 
while your music has gone overlooked? 

“Hell no, not at all. He took his own show 
into a different scene and he tricked the sys¬ 
tem! That’s cool,” says Smith. “You can’t be 
butthurt about someone being successful.” 

Smith remains proud, reverent, and grate¬ 
ful for the Gourds, and regrets that Russell 
pulled the plug on the alt.country misfits. 
When confronted with how Russell character¬ 
ized their relationship in a 2015 Chronicle 
feature (“We were at war”), Smith winces. 

“We weren’t at war. We were a band. We 
were a good band and that’s why it breaks 
my heart. The Gourds were weird and always 
will be, but we did our best.” 

What will you miss most about Austin? 

“I’ll miss my home. That’s it,” says Smith, 
gazing from the driver’s side window at what 
will soon become a rental property. “I love 
Austin, and I’ll always be protective of it 
because it always protected me and let me 
be who I am. It meant so much to be a rock 
& roller here. I was all in.” 


PETE MITCHELL 1942-2016 



Country guitar ace Pete Mitchell, best known 
as the right-hand man for Texas Troubadour 
Ernest Tubb, played his outro on Saturday night 
at the age of 74 after a five-year spell fighting off 
colorectal cancer. 

A native of Blind River, Ontario, the guitarist - real 
name Peter Michaud - launched his career in 
Toronto’s rock & roll scene before immigrating to the 
U.S. in 1964. In North Texas, he contributed graceful 
country leads to Ray Price, Cal Smith, Ray Chaney, 
and Waylon Jennings. Touring the Lone Star State 
together, Mitchell let Jennings play his leather-covered 
Telecaster, a look the latter soon adopted and 
made iconic. In 1974, Mitchell was hired into 
Tubb’s band and served as the group’s instrumen¬ 
tal cornerstone ’til the end of the line in 1982. 

In 1999, Mitchell relocated to Buda after fall¬ 
ing for his wife Paula. He was content here in the 


“velvet rut,” telling the Chronicle he’d rather take a 
$100 gig in Austin than drive to Dallas for a $250 
gig. He remained active, releasing a solo album in 
2000 and playing guitar for Alvin Crow, James 
Hand, Lucky Tomblin, Glen Collins, and the 
Troubadillos. 

“Pete was the Jimi Hendrix of country music,” 
lauded Crow on Tuesday. “He was innovative and 
did stuff no one else could or would do, but I look 
up to him more for the way he faced down cancer 
with so much braveness and positivity.” 

Mitchell’s last gig was the week of Christmas at 
Watterson Hall with Collins. Thereafter, his health 
worsened as the cancer spread to his spine. On 
Saturday, he left the hospital and died five minutes 
before midnight. Friends and fans are welcome to 
his funeral: Fri., July 29, 1:30pm, at Buda’s First 
Baptist Church. 


For the Benefit 
of Izzy Cox 

Izzy Cox’s tortured singing - appeals 
from the electric chair and bruised-up 
love songs - can coax a tear from marble 
eyes. The voodoobilly chanteuse with a 
glittery Gretch guitar and cabaret-style 
vocals has long demonstrated a talent for 
translating palatable emotional pain into 
her murder ballads, but now she’s under a 
different kind of knife. Earlier this month, 
Cox was diagnosed with stage two pancre¬ 
atic cancer, a disease with a notoriously 
slim survival rate. The local singer, known 
for her workhorse concert schedule, has 
already undergone two surgeries and 
begun chemotherapy. 

Musicians come together at Spider 
House Ballroom this weekend, fundrais¬ 
ing to cover Cox’s living expenses while 
she’s out of work. The two-night benefit 
commences Friday (7pm-2am) for a 
10-act bill including Stevie Tombstone, 
Rock Bottom String Band, and 
Flametrick Subs. Saturday (9pm-2am) 
rolls on with the Hickoids, Hormones, 
and Black Irish Texas. It’s unclear if Cox 
will be in attendance, but if not some¬ 
one should sing her triumphant dirge: 
“Death’s knocking on my door! Tell him I 
don’t live here anymore!”

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As a boy, Hans Rudolf Giger (1940-2014) 
dragged a human skull around the streets of 
Chur in Switzerland. Later, when anarchist punks 
reckoned themselves transgressive, they shelved 
the Dead Kennedys’ Frankenchrist (1985) with 
the surrealist nightmare monger’s phallus-filled 
Landscape XXon display. The biomechanical 
engineer’s artistry wasn’t in his airbrush, but in 
striking chords of terror, unease, and sexuality. 
No wonder European proggers like Walpurgis and Magma came knocking at 
his spiked door, yet metal’s maelstrom most suited his dark magic. Celtic Frost’s Tom G. Warrior 
was so grateful for the master loaning him Satan / to envelop 1985’s To Mega Therion that he later 
became the artist’s personal assistant. Giger even reworked his own slithering, sexual Meisterund 
Margeritha to include the Danzig skull for How the Gods Kill. They’re fused now forever, his sense of 
organic satanic doom as definitional as any riff. - Richard Whittaker

ROGER DEAN

Adult audio coloring book sampler 


UK illustrator Roger Dean’s work remains 
synonymous with British prog outfit Yes. 

His first forays into LP art adorned late- 
Sixties work by the Gun, Atomic Rooster, 
and Osibisa, but Dean’s otherworldly 
landscapes for fourth Yes album Fragile 
in 1971 became a near physical embodi¬ 
ment of the band’s complicated music and 
cryptic lyrics. Breakthrough for the band, 
the disc included biggest hit “Roundabout” 
and thus exposed the artist’s surrealism to 
millions and led to more work with English 
acts, including Gentle Giant, Uriah Heep, 
and Yes offshoot Asia. Dean’s work appears 
on many Yes releases, from the foldout 
monstrosity that is Tales From Topographic 
Oceans (1973) to latter-day attempts 
at New Wave like Drama (1980), but he 
also did the cover for Boston post-punks 
Birdsongs of the Mesozoic’s The Iridium 
Controversy (2003). Besides album art, the 
now 71-year-old visual brand expanded 
into a variety of media including logos and 
video game covers (Tetris Worlds).

GUY CLARK 

Old No. 1 ( 1975 ) 

Guy Clark’s blue denim 
work shirt doubled as a 
fabric of the Texan himself. 

The shirt was a statement 
of Clark’s work ethic and 
roots, and he was rarely seen without it. 
Standing beside his wife Susanna’s painting 
of the shirt on the cover of his 1975 debut, 
the songwriter’s directness and own physical 
sturdiness remain mirrored in the album art. 
Clark, already a respected storyteller by his 
debut, famously played host with Susanna to 
a creative expat insurgence in their Nashville 
home, and her artwork would eventually grace 
albums by Willie Nelson, Emmylou Harris, and 
Nanci Griffith. - Doug Freeman 


JIMMY CLIFF 

Struggling Man ( 1973 ) 

Album sleeves for XTC, 

UB40, Wire, and the Cure 
trailed UK artist David 
Dragon’s black-and-white 
illustration of Jimmy Cliff’s 
1973 LP. A Canterbury College of Art gradu¬ 
ate, Dragon worked in the art departments for 
record labels Decca, EMI, and Virgin before 
going freelance. His meticulous Struggling 
Man, an elaborate, line-heavy illustration, con¬ 
trasts the vibrant cartoon-like design of Cliff’s 
preceding LP, the rocksteady soundtrack 
to 1972 Jamaican crime film The Harder 
They Come. Just as that sleeve, done by 
John Bryant, echoes Seventies psychedelia, 
Dragon’s drawing imparts technical precision. 
Written following the tragic death of the reg¬ 
gae singer’s longtime producer, Leslie Kong, 
the LP sleeve’s subtly somber takeaway 
reflects its songs’ weight. - Neph Basedow 


The Parliament-Funkadelic experience 
remains as much visual as musical, and no 
non-musician had as seminal an impact 
on the collective’s aesthetic as Pedro Bell. 

The Chicago P-Funk fanatic contacted the 
Mothership in the early Seventies just as 
Funkadelic sought a new graphic direction. 
Assigned the band’s 1973 opus, Cosmic 
Slop, the untrained artist delivered a crazed 
cornucopia of Afrocentric sci-fi imagery 
that equaled the madness in the grooves. 
Standing on the Verge of Getting It On (1974), 
One Nation Under a Groove (1978), and Bell’s 
erotic masterpiece The Electric Spanking 
of War Babies (1981) laid out the group’s 
worldview through Bell’s word balloons and 
band credits soaked in acid-funk superhero 
mythology. The odyssey continued after the 
empire’s collapse, with Bell designing sleeves 
for George Clinton’s solo oeuvre and related 
projects by the INCorporated Thang Band 
and Axiom Funk. Most recently, the ailing Bell 
illustrated Funkadelic’s 2014 LP, First Ya Gotta 
Shake the Gate. - Michael Toland 


THE BEATLES 

Revolver ( 1966 ) 

Bookmarking 1965, 

Rubber Soul was the 
last in a string of campy 
Beatlemania in both cover 
and content. Its follow-up, 

Revolver, touched off a new 
era for the Liverpudlian 
quartet, and not just one in which their 
cover art graduated from the walls of teen¬ 
age fan girls to the stuff of any respectable 
hippie den. Although the 35-minute LP bore 
signs of the Beatles’ hallmark pop sensibil¬ 
ity (“Taxman,” “And Your Bird Can Sing”), 
German artist, bassist, and longtime friend of 
the band Klaus Voormann’s cover inspiration 
came from the Eastern drone and sonic psy¬ 
chedelic trip of “Tomorrow Never Knows.”

THE HOLDING 
COMPANY 

Cheap Thrills ( 1968 ) 

Initially called Sex, Dope 
& Cheap Thrills before 


Columbia Records balked, 
this chart-topper made good on the promise 
of Janis Joplin and Big Brother’s career¬ 
making 1967 performance at the Monterey 
Pop Festival. The LP-closing live rendition 
of Big Mama Thornton’s “Ball and Chain” 
showcased the Port Arthur-born singer’s gifts 
in exclamatory fashion. Having rejected the 
label’s cover art, the band paid underground 
cartoonist R. Crumb $600 to create a pro¬ 
fanely vivid, amphetamine-fueled depiction 
of the track listing. Although Crumb intended 
the illustration for the back, Joplin lobbied to 
put it front and center. This and subsequent 
Crumb covers were compiled in a 2011 hard¬ 
cover anthology. - Greg Beets 


CHANCE THE 
RAPPER 

Coloring Book ( 2016 ) 

Chance the Rapper’s 
Coloring Book is the gospel 
album Kanye West wanted 
to write. In the hourlong 
mixtape, the Chicago MC shared a personal 
homily that resonates even with the least 
evangelical. To capture his caricature-like 
effervescence, cover artist Brandon Breaux 
colorfully depicts the rapper nestling his baby 
daughter, but excludes her from the frame. 

A roster of collaborators, from Justin Bieber 
(“Juke Jam”) to the Chicago Children’s Choir 
(“All We Got”) and Chance’s cousin Nicole 
(“How Great”), assist him in painting spiritual 
imagery through boasting R&B and hip-hop 
and horns. The endgame? A feeling of care¬ 
free contentment, just like the bright grin on 
the cover promises. - Marfa Nunez 


AEROSMITH 

Draw the Line ( 1977 ) 

Boston bad boys 
Aerosmith released Draw 
the Line in 1977 at the 
peak of their depravity 
- and the beginning of 
their creative downfall. Legendary New Yorker 
caricaturist Al Hirschfeld’s LP art captures the 
essence of each band member during the mis¬ 
erable recording sessions: downtrodden Brad 
Whitford, irritable Tom Hamilton, skeptical 
Joey Kramer, arrogantly aloof Joe Perry, and of 
course, the pouty, pissed-off Steven Tyler. No 
member fights for the spotlight, just as none 
fought their demons to churn out another 
classic record. On an album plagued by mean¬ 
dering instrumentals, drab production, and a 
crushing sense of apathy, Hirschfeld’s illustra¬ 
tion remains Draw the Line's clearest artistic 
statement. - Bryan Rolli

RAYMOND PETTIBON 


Fast, loud, violent: Raymond Pettibon’s illus¬ 
trations mirrored the burgeoning early-Eighties 
American hardcore punk scene. Born Raymond Ginn, 
brother to SST commander Greg Ginn, Pettibon 
briefly thumped the bass in an early iteration of 
Black Flag, but proved more useful as the group’s art 
director, designing the ultra-iconic “four bars” logo 
and all of the band’s album covers from 1979 until 
1985, with the exception of Damaged. 1984’s Family 
Man depicts a living room homicide, while 1979’s 
essential Nervous Breakdown EP renders a teacher 
using a chair to fend 
off a berserk student. 

Reminiscent of comics and lurid pulp novels, Pettibon’s vision conveyed 
the blind rage of punk, even for the less-raging Minutemen. For their 
sophomore LP, What Makes a Man Start Fires?, the artist drew a comic 
of a child torching a bed. In 1990, he cribbed a tabloid image of David 
Smith and Maureen Hindley, whistleblowers to the Moors murders 
in the Sixties, to craft another epochal cover for Sonic Youth’s major 
label debut, Goo. - Kevin Curtin 




THE DEER 

An Argument for 
Observation ( 2013 ) 

Avant-folk locals the 
Deer make artwork as 
distinct as their sound. 

All of the up-and-coming 
Austinites’ artwork is done by lead singer 
Grace Park. Her takeaway from 2013 release 
An Argument for Observation came about 
entirely by screenprinting hand-drawn illustra¬ 
tions and paper cutouts. Its LP inserts were 
typed out on an Underwood typewriter before 
copies were then printed on translucent 
vellum. Park screenprints by hand on card¬ 
board packaging from Stumptown Printers in 
Oregon. With most album covers being domi¬ 
nated by photographs and digital illustrations, 
Park’s artwork remains simple, fresh, natural.

PINK FLOYD 

Dark Side of the Moon 
( 1973 ) 

A transparent prism 
breaking a light beam into 
its component colors, Dark 
Side of the Moon’s iconic 
sleeve from the graphic art duo Hipgnosis 
- Cambridge natives Storm Thorgerson and 
Aubrey Powell - became synonymous with 
Pink Floyd itself. The cover art’s simplicity 
breaks into a kaleidoscopic masterpiece mir¬ 
rored by Roger Waters, David Gilmour, Richard 
Wright, and Nick Mason’s rainbow prog: the 
somber blue aplomb of “Time,” green-tinged 
political commentary of “Money,” and red-fury 
synthesized jam “Eclipse.” “It related mostly 
to a light show,” Thorgerson told Rolling Stone 
of the light beams. “The triangle was very 
much a symbol of Roger’s lyrics. The prism 
belonged to the Floyd.” - Alejandra Ramirez 

RAMONES 

Road to Ruin ( 1978 ) 

A cartoon element 
still feels inherent to the 
Ramones given their mock- 
moronic image and Mad 
magazine sense of humor. 

Punk magazine founder/cartoonist John 
Holmstrom contributed much to the Queens- 
bred chainsaw punks’ graphic presentation, 
from the fumetti gracing the “Blitzkrieg Bop” 
45 sleeve to the hilarious “Ramones map 
of the world” stamping the back of third LP 
Rocket to Russia. For Road to Ruin, a tran¬ 
sitional record marking the exit of original 
drummer Tommy Ramone and debut of Marky 
Ramone, featured the closest thing they 
had to a hit single, “I Wanna Be Sedated.” 
Holmstrom adapted a concept from Scottish 
fan Gus MacDonald, rendering it more Hanna- 
Barbera. - Tim Stegall 








MATI KLARWEIN 


Born to Jewish parents in 1930s Germany, Mati Klarwein (1932-2002) fled with his family to Palestine after 
the rise of Hitler, later traveling the world and studying art in Paris. His unmistakable psychedelia, cascad¬ 
ing an earthy Afrocentrism and erotic mysticism, graces more than 50 LPs ranging from Gregg Allman to 
the Last Poets. The art adorning Miles Davis’ Bitches Brew (1970) teases the album’s radical new direction; 
a gatefold dichotomy reflecting light and dark, sea and stars, fire and flowers. Klarwein’s cover for Carlos 
Santana’s 1970 chart-topping Abraxas was originally part of a temple he constructed on the Spanish island 
of Majorca. A friend and disciple of Salvador Dali, Klarwein draws on nature for his imagery, including vol¬ 
canoes dotting Buddy Miles’ A Message to the People (1971) and a wildfire Afro consuming Jimi Hendrix 
on a painting originally commissioned for a never-released Hendrix-Gil Evans collaboration that was later 
slapped on a 1974 Christmas single. Lord knows Klarwein was a voodoo child. - Thomas Fawcett 


DANIEL 
JOHNSTON 

Hi, How Are You: The 
Unfinished Album ( 1983 ) 

Iconic Drag mural 
Jeremiah the Innocent 
began his path toward 
famed frogdom on the cover of Johnston’s 
sixth cassette. Songs like “Walking the Cow” 
and “Running Water” captured the imagina¬ 
tion of local musicians, landing the onetime 
McDonald’s employee on MTV in 1985. By

Red Headed Stranger 
( 1975 ) 

Willie Nelson’s ambi¬ 
tious concept album 
remains a pinnacle of 
outlaw country. Dropped 
by Atlantic after Shotgun Willie and Phases 
and Stages, the native Texan returned to the 
Lone Star State after signing a deal with 
Columbia that granted him full artistic con¬ 
trol. Stranger proved controversial from the 
start for its sparse arrangements, but also 
begat a commercial and critical success. 
Monica White’s drawn cover portrait of Nelson 
mimicked Old West “Wanted” posters, while 
the back art sketched the story arc visually, 
mirroring the LP’s narrative and restrained 
feel. The portrait became a marker of the bur¬ 
geoning outlaw movement, Nelson elected its 
iconic figurehead. - Doug Freeman 


DOUG SAHM 

Groover’s Paradise 
( 1974 ) 

Possibly the most iconic, 
certainly most Austin¬ 
centric of Doug Sahm’s 
recordings, Groover’s 
Paradise maintains a road map to 1974 
Austin. Sahm leapfrogged from Atlantic to 
Warner Bros, to record it, the black-and-white 
cover inked by Kerry Awn on “a lid of grass 
and some Big Red.” Rife with hippie sub¬ 
references, and family and band images, the

Okkervil River wove a long-Austin-based 
whimsy and roots into a rock & roll discogra¬ 
phy of its own accord, and cover artist William 
Schaff has likewise played a paramount role 
by contributing a handicraft feel. Introduced 
to group frontman Will Sheff because their 
names were stupidly similar, the 43-year-old 
Rhode Island-based illustrator conceived 
all of the band’s LP artwork. 2002 debut 
Don’t Fall in Love With Everyone You See 
bears a clean, eccentric illustration, a fitting 
introduction to the band’s playfulness and 
weirdness. 2005’s Black Sheep Boy, a dark 
album steeped in sentimentality, holds an 
eerie black-and-white illustration wherein 
nightmares meet fairy tales. The Stage Names 
(2007) and The Stand-Ins (2008) boast care¬ 
ful, colorful, graphic embroideries as covers. 
Schaff’s bold work remains both peculiar 
and unmistakably handmade, unique to each 
album’s sound, while his dark folk aesthetic is 
reflective of Okkervil River’s own overarching 
explorations. - Libby Webster

THE WHO 

The Who by Numbers 
( 1975 ) 

Sandwiched between 
operatic Tommy successor 
Quadrophenia (1973) and 
Keith Moon epitaph Who 
Are You (1978), this UK quartet’s seventh LP 
remains its darkest horse. Pete Townshend’s 
self-excoriation (“However Much I Booze”) 
cuts as personal as a stroke, and the drum¬ 
mer’s tidal pounding (“Dreaming From the 
Waist”) matches bassist John Entwistle’s con- 
nect-the-digits LP art, inspired by one of his 
son Christopher’s children’s books. “We were 
taking turns doing the covers,” remarked the 
Ox, who died an allegedly rock & roll death in 
2002 (hookers, blow). Pete’s Quadrophenia 
cover “cost about the same as a small house 
back then, about 16,000 pounds. My cover 
cost 32 pounds.” Can you find the number 
one?

Milton Mapes 

CONTINENTAL CLUB, SATURDAY 30 


Assembled by songwriter Greg Vanderpool 
in 1999, Milton Mapes began with fluid 
membership and broad strokes befitting the 
West Texas landscape that served as the 
group’s inspirational wellspring. Their 2001 
debut EF? The State Line, defined the promise 
before 2003’s full-length Westernaire sealed 
the deal in a windswept haze of rock, folk, 
and country elements. 

Vanderpool wrote with a light touch, encap¬ 
sulating transient yearnings with enough 
ambiguity for listeners to imprint their 
own meaning. One such listener was 
Robert Plant, who covered “The Only 
Sound That Matters” on 2010’s 
Band of Joy. 

“Our goal has always been to try and 
make albums that sound timeless, but 
The Only Sound That Matters’ is the song I’ve 
always been the most sentimental about,” 
admits its author. “It begs the eternal ques¬ 
tion of ‘Why is music meaningful and essen¬ 
tial to our lives?’ Robert Plant covering that 
song nine years later and telling me his appre¬ 


ciation for the lyric was certainly reaffirming.” 

Milton Mapes morphed into the more rock- 
minded Monahans, who counted Sinead 
O’Connor and Cowboy Junkie Margo Timmins 
among guests on their four albums. 
Vanderpool released his first solo disc, 
Rescue Letter, last year. Although he and 
Mapes mates Roberto Sanchez, Britton 
Beisenherz, and Jim Fredley never stopped 
playing together, Saturday’s show is the first 
in a decade for the band named after 
Vanderpool’s late grandfather. They’ll 
be joined by pedal steel player Phil 
McJunkins as they perform 
Westernaire in its entirety. 

“It feels more like a celebration 
this time around,” says Vanderpool. 
The songs were mostly written in 2001- 
2002, so it’s nice to reflect on that period of 
self-discovery and that era in Austin. I 
wasn’t here in the Seventies, Eighties, or 
Nineties, so I don’t want to wax nostalgic 
about Austin too much, but 2001 was a 
great time to be here.” - Greg Beets 



INTOCABLE 

Coliseum, Friday 29 

For Norteno acts, revitalizing the 
genre remains job numero uno, and 
Intocable manages to do just that with 
a decades-deep catalog incorporating 
languid country, FM-friendly pop, and 
bombastic rock all accompanied by 
accordion and bajo sexto. Last year’s 
double live album XX marked the far 
South Texans’ 20th anniversary, the 
septet following it up with Highway, 
which traverses dancehall cumbias, 
reggae-drum vamps, and rugged 
blues gambles.
